MONDAY  MORNING  SESSION 


The  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Convention 
<of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch, 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  was 
called  to  order  at  10  a.  m.  in  Hiber- 
nian Hall,  Worcester,  Mass. 

President  Thomas  J.  Durnin  in  the 
«hair. 

Secretary  D.  D.  Driscoll  read  the  call 
<of  the  Convention  as  follows:

CALL  FOR  CONVENTION 

'To  the  Membership  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L. 

Greeting: 

Fellow  Workers: — In  compliance 
with  Article  IV  of  our  Constitution, 
you  are  hereby  notified  that  the  Twen- 
ty-Fifth Annual  Convention  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch,  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor,  will  be  held 
in  A.  O.  H.  Hall,  Worcester,  Mass., 
■commencing  at  10  A.  M.,  Monday, 
October  10th,  1910,  and  continuing 
iuitil  the.  business  of  the  Convention 
is  concluded. 

Representation:  Section  1.  The 
Jbasis  of  representation  in  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  as  follows:  Each 
Union  of  2  00.  members  or  less,  at- 
tached to  a  National  or  International 
Union,  when  one  is  in  existence,  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  delegate,  and  an  ad- 
ditional delegate  for  the  next  200  or 
majority  fraction  thereof;  but  no 
Union  shall  be  allowed  more  than  five 
representatives. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Central  Labor  Union 
composed  of  miscellaneous  bodies  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  delegates. 

Sec.  3.  Unions  withdrawing  from 
the  State  Fedei'ation  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  representation  unless  they 
have  re-affiliated  at  least  three  months 
prior  to  the  holding  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  4.  Unions  organized  prior  to 
the  Convention,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Executive  Board,  will  be  entitled 
to  affiliation  and  representation. 

Sec.  5.  Unions  in  existence  ninety 
•days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  holding 
■of  the  Convention  must  affiliate  with 


the  State  Branch  sixty  days  prior  to 
the  Convention  to  be  entitled  to  rep- 
resentation. 

Sec.  6.  No  organization  which  has 
seceded  from  any  Local,  National  or 
International  organization,  shall  be  al- 
lowed representation  or  recognition  in 
this  Federation. 

Sec.  7.  No  man  or  woman,  a  mem- 
ber from  any  seceding  local  or  inde- 
pendent organization,  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  represent  any  Union  as  a  dele- 
gate to  this  Convention. 

Sec.  8.  Delegates  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of 
this  body  unless  their  orgaxiization  is 
in  good  standing,  as  defined  in  Article 
IV,  Section  9. 

Sec.  9.  Any  organization  affiliated 
with  this  Federation  not  paying  its 
per  capita  tax  on  or  before  the  loth  of 
each  month  shall  be  notified  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Federation,  and  if 
at  the  end  of  six  months  it  is  still  in 
arrears,  it  may,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Executive  Council,  be  suspended 
from  membership  in  the  Federation, 
and  can  only  be  reinstated  upon  pay- 
m.ent  of  all  arrears. 

Sec.  10.  Only  bona  fide  wage  work- 
ers, who  are  not  members  of,  or  eligi- 
ble to  membership  in  other  trade 
LTnions,  are  eligible  as  delegates  from 
Federal  Labor  Unions.

Credentials  are  enclosed.  The  orig- 
inal must  be  sent  to  Secretary-Treas- 
urer, D.  D.  Driscoll,  before  October 
8th,  so  that  the  Credential  Committee 
which  meets  October  9,  1910.  can  act 
upon  all  credentials.  Duplicate  cre- 
dentials will  be  presented  by  the  dele- 
gates on  their  arrival. 

We  urge  every  affiliated  Union  to 
elect  delegates  and  be  represented  at 
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the  coming  Convention  at  "Worcester 
so  that  we  will  have  the  strongest, 
most  powerful  and  interesting  Conven- 
tion ever  held  in  the  history  of  our 
organization.  As  questions  of  great  in- 
terest to  the  organized  wage  earner 
will  be  acted  upon  each  organization 
should  show  the  greatest  interest  in 
the  success  of  organized  labor,  in  the 
advancement  of  the  labels  of  the  many 
crafts,  and  labor  legislation  pertaining 
to  the  shortening  of  the  work  day,  san- 
itary conditions,  the  protection  of  the 
child  and  the  women  of  our  Common- 
wealth and  in  furthering  the  interest 
of  the  organized  and  unorganized. 

The  coming  Convention  will  be  in- 
terested in  the  action  of  Bills  present- 
ed to  the  Legislature  during  the  year 
1910,  as  ordered  by  the  Convention  of 
1909.  With  these  great  questions  of 
interest  to  our  organization  to  be  act- 
ed upon,  no  stone  should  be  left  un- 
turned by  your  organization  in  bring- 
ing about  the  success,  aims  and  ob- 
jects of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch,  A.  F.  of  L. 

It  is  the  aim  of  our  State  Branch  in 
Convention  assembled  to  cement  its 
action  so  firmly  that  we  may  meet 
those  who  are  trying  to  destroy  the 
welfare  and  benefits  of  organization. 

With  these  aims  and  objects  in  view 
we  urge  your  earnest  co-operation,  by 
selecting  from  your  affiliated  body  the 
men  or  women,  who  in  your  wisdom 
can  best  deal  with  the  important  sub- 
jects which  will  be  presented,  dis- 
cussed and  considered  at  our  next 
Convention  at  Worcester,  October 
10th,  1910.

In  presenting  Charles  A.  Cullen, 
President  of  the  Central  Labor  Union 
of  Worcester,  President  Durnin  said: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  this 
time  to  introduce  to  you  the  President 
of  the  Worcester  Central  Labor  Union, 
Mr.  Charles  A.  Cullen. 

Mr.  Cullen: 

Mr.  Chairman,  the  Mayor  and  Fel- 
low Delegates: — I  desire  in  behalf  of 


the  Worcester  Central  Labor  Union  to 
extend  to  you  a  hearty  and  cordial 
welcome  on  your  visit  to  the  city  of 
Worcester.  We  are  proud  of  the  fact 
that  the  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch,  A.  F.  of  L.,  is  meeting  in  the 
City  of  Worcester.  We  are  still 
prouder  of  the  fact  that  this  is  the 
largest  convention  ever  held  by  this 
body.  We  are  also  proud  of  the  fact 
that  we  are  able  at  this  time  to  have 
the  meeting  held  in  a  building  built 
from  cellar  to  garret  by  union  labor; 
one  of  the  few  buildings  in  this  coun- 
try that  bears  the  union  label  of  the 
National  Building  Trades  Council. 

The  Central  Labor  Union  of  Wor- 
cester has  been  active  during  the  past 
year  making  arrangements  to  have 
this  Convention  the  best  ever  held, 
and  you  men  who  have  attended  theset 
conventions  the  last  few  years  know 
what  a  hard  struggle  it  has  been  to 
get  you  to  come  to  Worcester.  Per- 
haps that  was  because  our  city  was 
known  as  the  "Great  Sahara"  at  that 
time.  Last  year  in  Holyoke  we  told 
you  that  if  you  came  to  Worcester  we 
would  give  you  a  good  time,  and  that 
you  would  have  just  as  good  a  Con- 
vention as  the  State  Branch  could 
hold.  I  don't  intend  to  take  up  much 
of  your  time  as  there  are  other  speak- 
ers to  follow.  I  simply  desire  to  say 
that  when  we  promised  you  at  Hol- 
yoke we  would  give  you  as  good  a 
time  as  possible  that  we  mean  ta 
make  good. 

We  have  arranged  a  very  elaborate 
program  to  entertain  you  and  if  I  may 
I  would  like  to  outline  that  program. 
Tonight  we  are  to  have  a  theatre  par- 
ty for  the  delegates;  tomorrow  night 
in  the  lower  banquet  hall  we  will  have 
the  Convention  banquet.  On  Wednes- 
day afternoon  the  delegates  are  re- 
quested, after  the  afternoon  session  at 
5  o'clock,  to  retire  to  the  Worcester 
Brewery  as  the  guests  of  the  Worces- 
ter Brewing  Corporation,  to  inspect 
their  plant  and  to  be  served  with  a 
buffet  lunch,  and  incidentally  to  see 
that  they  make  that  beer  all  right. 
Wednesday  night  we  will  have  a  Con- 
vention smoketalk. 

I  trust  that  you  men  will  do  all  yow 
can  during  the  week  to  further  the 
interests  of  organized  labor  and  I 
promise  we  will  do  what  we  can  to 
make  things  as  entertaining  as  pos- 
sible. If  there  is  anything  any  dele- 
gate desires  to  know  there  is  a  com- 
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mittee  of  15  here,  known  as  "The  Re- 
ception Committee,"  to  entertain  you. 
All  you  have  to  do  is  to  asl^  them. 

I  trust  that  when  you  leave  this  city 
you  will  say  that  you  attended  the 
best  convention  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch  ever  held,  and  that  you 
have  had  one  of  the  best  times  of 
your  life. 

In  presenting  Mayor  James  Logan, 
President  Durnin  said: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  this 
time  to  introduce  to  the  delegates  His 
Honor  James  Logan,  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Worcester. 

In  welcoming  the  delegates  to  the 
City  of  Worcester,  Mayor  Logan  said: 

Mr.  President  and  Delegates: — As 
the  Mayor  of  the  City,  I  am  glad  to 
extend  greetings  of  the  City  of  Wor- 
cester. As  I  have  other  engagements 
which  will  prevent  my  attendance  at 
the  banquet  tomorrow  evening,  per- 
haps I  may  be  permitted  to  say  a  few 
words  more  than  a  simple  formal  mes- 
sage of  welcome.  By  the  way,  I  ex- 
pect Judge  Esty,  President  of  the  City 
Council,  to  be  at  the  banquet  and  re- 
spond for  the  City  in  my  absence. 

In  this  twentieth  century,  we  are 
living  in  an  age  of  organization;  there 
are  organizations  for  about  everything 
under  the  sun,  some  worth  while  and 
some  not.  Through  most  of  these  oi'- 
ganizations  there  runs  the  golden 
thread  of  brotherhood,  men  banded  to- 
gether to  help  themselves  and  to  help 
one  another,  thus  recognizing  the  fact 
that  the  highest  achievement  of  modern 
thought  is  the  consciousness  of  this 
brotherhood.  Whether  it  be  in  work 
or  plea,sure,  our  best  can  only  be  ob- 
tained through  organization  with  our 
fellow  men.  The  great  work  of  the 
world  is  done  through  organization, 
and  only  by  team  work  can  the  best 
results  be  accomplished.  Men  must 
work  together  if  they  would  bring 
things  to  pass. 

No  thoughtful  man  can  deny  thai 
trade  unions  have  been  helpful  to  the 
working  man  in  many  ways.  The 
hours  of  labor  have  been  reduced, 
and  the  conditions  under  which  men 
and  women  labor  have  been  greatly 
improved.  Children  have  been  pro- 
tected through  child  labor  laws,  and 
the  working  man  can  give  his  children 
today  an  education  which  princes  and 
kings  could  not  have  had  (applause) 
in  the  good  old  days  of  the  past  that 
we  read  about,  but  that  we  ought  to 


thank    God    we    don't    have    to    live 
through. 

But  we  need  to  remember  that  many 
of  the  laws  which  have  found  their 
way  into  the  Statute  Books  were  put 
there  through  the  eiforts  of  men  who 
would  not  be  eligible  for  membership 
in  your  unions.  The  late  Senator 
Hoar  told  me  a  few  months  before  his 
death  that  when  he  was  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  as  one  of  its 
youngest,  if  not  the  youngest  mem- 
ber of  that  body;  I  think  it  was  in 
IS 5 2,  that  he  made  the  first  speech  in 
support  of  the  Ten-hour  law  and  the 
protection  of  children  through  the 
Child  Labor  law,  and  yet  in  your 
thought  you  probably  would  not  have 
looked  upon  Senator  Hoar  as  a  labor 
man,  but  he  had  running  through  all 
the  fibre  of  his  being  the  true  spirit 
of  brotherhood. 

Ex-President  Pritchard  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Institute  of  Technology, 
speaking  at  a  banquet  last  June,  gave 
expression  to  a  great  truth  when  he 
said:  "It  is  always  easier  to  lead  men 
to  war  than  to  peace;  it  is  always 
easier  to  prevent  an  alliance  than  to 
make  one,  and  it  is  always  easier  to 
get  men  to  compete  rather  than  to  co- 
operate; but,"  he  said,  "I  believe  that 
peace  is  more  honorable  than  war, 
and  that  co-operation  is  better  than 
competition." 

Things  have  passed  a  point  in  this 
country  when  a  man  or  a  corporation 
or  a  labor  union  can  say,  "This  is  my 
business  and  I  can  do  with  it  as  I 
please."  This  is  a  position  often  taken 
by  a  person  puffed  up  with  pride  or 
power,  who  has  taken  an  untenable 
position  and  who  does  not  want  to  re- 
cede from  that  position;  but  that  day 
is  passing.  Our  work  in  this  world  is 
so  dependent  upon  others,  and  others 
are  so  dependent  upon  us,  that  men 
cannot  always  take  that  position  now. 

The  great  consuming  public,  from 
whom  both  the  employer  and  the  em- 
ploye get  their  living,  have  an  intei-est 
which  must  be  considered  and  in  a 
controversy  an  unreasonable  or  arbi- 
trary position  must  not  be  taken  by 
either  side.  There  are  many  things 
which  can  be  brought  about  in  a  tact- 
ful way  with  a  spirit  of  helpfulness 
and  co-operation  on  both  sides.  For 
example,  one  of  the  largest  problems 
before  this  country  at  the  present  time 
is  to  reduce  the  awful  toll  of  human 
life  and  limb,  in  commerce  and  indus- 
try, with  all  the  suffering  and  poverty 
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v/hich  follow  in  its  train.  It  is  not 
right,  it  is  not  equitable,  it  is  not  jus- 
tice that  the  family  of  the  poor  work- 
ing man  who  loses  his  life  in  the  mill 
or  mine  should  be  compelled  to  bear 
the  entire  burden  of  that  loss,  which 
under  present  economic  conditions 
they  are  now  compelled  to  bear.  Nor 
is  it  right  that  the  ambulance-chasing 
doctor  and  lawyer  should  get  the  larg- 
est part  of  any  amount  which  may  be 
finally  collected. 

You  know  that  there  is  a  good  deal 
of  force  in  the  story  that  is  told  about 
the  poor  fellow  that  got  badly  hurt 
and  finally  succeeded  in  collecting  a 
claim  of  about  seven  hundred  dollars. 
The  lawyer  kept  five  of  it  and  gave 
him  two  and  when  he  drew  his  check 
for  two  hundred  dollars  and  passed  it 
over  to  the  man  who  got  hurt,  the 
man  looked  at  the  check  and  then 
looked  at  the  lawyer  and  said:  'But 
you  know  I  was  the  fellow  who  got 
hurt." 

Nor  is  it  right  that  the  wife  and  lit- 
tle ones  should  go  cold  and  hungry 
while  the  slow  machinery  of  the  courts 
grind  out  the  verdict  which  is  often 
a  travesty  on  justice,  in  reaching  a 
basis  for  legislation  along  these  lines 
we  are  not  called  upon  to  sail  over  un- 
charted seas,  for  the  nations  across 
the  water,  which  we  in  our  conceit 
profess  to  lead,  have  already  brought 
about  a  most  equitable  adjustment 
for  the  loss  of  life  and  limb. 

I  have  confidence  to  believe  that 
there  is  wisdom  enough  and  heart 
enough  on  the  part  of  the  managers  of 
great  corporations  to  co-operate  with 
other  organizations  to  work  out  a  plan 
in  this  country  by  which  this  awful 
burden  may  be  more  equitably  distrib- 
uted. That  is  a  goal  toward  which  we 
should  all  be  willing  to  work,  and  that 
great  work  is  more  worth  while  than 
to  strive  over  petty  and  trivial  differ- 
ences that  often  divide  men.  There  is 
nothing  that  will  unite  men  for  the 
common  good  like  struggling  toward 
a  great  ideal. 

The  control  of  capital  and  labor  is 
being  concentrated  in  the  hands  of 
men  who  are  to  be  given  great  power, 
and  the  highest  wisdom  and  best 
thought  will  be  needed  to  wisely  con- 
trol and  wisely  direct  these  two 
mighty  servants  of  mankind,  neither 
one  of  which  must  be  master,  but  both 
brethren. 

It  is  trite  and  commonplace  to  say 
capital  can  do  anything  without  labor, 


and  labor  is  powerless  without  cap- 
ital, and  both  need  brains  for  direc- 
tion, and  the  men  who  will  in  the  com- 
ing years  control  these  two  mighty 
forces  need  to  be  large  men,  men  of 
high  ideals,  and  in  them  lies  our  only- 
hope  for  the  future,  for  large  men^ 
actuated  by  high  ideals,  can  come  to 
agreements  where  smaller  men  would 
drift  apart. 

We  often  hear  the  expression  used, 
"the  soulless  corporation,"  and  oftea 
it  has  deserved  to  be  called  "soul- 
less," but  this  is  equally  true  of  some 
labor  organizations,  and  one  of  the 
burdens  of  the  coming  year  will  be 
to  give  soul  to  these  great  organiza- 
tions of  capital  and  labor  which  are 
to  be  the  servants  of  mankind;  souls 
that  are  inspired  with  righteousness, 
and  it  is  part  of  the  work  of  your  or- 
ganization to  create  in  it  a  soul  in- 
spired with  the  spirit  of  service.  The 
men  who  will  in  the  coming  years, 
give  direction  to  the  great  industrial 
corporations  and  the  great  labor  or- 
ganizations must  have  more  than  lead- 
ership of  organization;  they  must  also 
have  the  leadership  of  ideals,  and  one 
of  those  ideals  will  be  that  the  man  at 
the  bottom  and  the  man  at  the  top 
are  both  brothers  in  God's  great  fam- 
ily. 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  trust  that  your 
meeting  in  our  city  will  be  both  pleas- 
ant and  profitable.  I  feel  sure  that  the 
reputation  of  this  city,  Mr.  Chairman, 
will  be  abundantly  maintained  andl 
when  you  return  to  your  homes  once 
more  to  take  up  the  responsibility  of 
our  common  life  that  you  will  have 
nothing  but  kindly  remembrances  of 
this  great  city  of  Worcester. 

In  responding  to  this  address  of  wel- 
come President  Durnin  said: 

Mr.  Mayor,  in  behalf  of  the  delegates, 
assembled  here  this  morning  I  wish 
to  thank  you  for  your  presence  here 
and  also  for  your  kind  words  and  good! 
wishes.

rium. 

Resolved,  We,  the  delegates  of  the 
25th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L.,  as- 
sembled in  Worcester,  this  date,  learn 
with  regret  of  the  illness  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Springfield  C.  L.  U.,  Broth- 
er William  P.  Healey,  who  has  labored 
sincerely  in  the  ranks  of  organized 
labor.  We  extend  to  him  our  most 
sincere  sympatny.  We  hope  to  have 
him  restored  to  his  former  good  health 
so  that  he  can  again  take  up  the 
work. 

Carried  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Vice-President  Wall  in  the  chair. 

President  Thomas   J.   Dumin   made 

his  annual  report,  which  was  referred 

to  Committee  on  Officers  Report. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the 

2  5th    Annual    Convention    of    the 

Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the 

American  Federation  of  Labor: 

Greeting: — In  the  convening  of  this, 
our  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Convention, 
another  memorable  chapter  has  been 
added  to  the  great  work  of  uplifting 
the  conditions  of  our  fellow  workers, 
irrespective  of  their  affiliations.  This 
our  Silver  Anniversary,  is  marked  by 
the  strenuous  efforts  of  our  organized 
movement.  The  large  majority  of  the 
population  of  our  Commonwealth  are 
the  recipients  of  some  betterment  of 
their  industrial  conditions. 

On  this  occasion,  we  only  have  to 
look  back  twenty-five  years  ago  when 
some  of  the  men  prominent  in  the 
labor  movement  of  Massachusetts, 
assembled  at  New  Era  Hall,  176  Tre- 
mont  street,  Boston,  for  the  purpose 
of  forming  a  State  Branch  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  the  ob- 
jects of  which  were  to  encourage  the 
formation  of  local  trades  and  labor 
unions  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
working  classes,  both  in  organization 
and  in  legislation. 

Since  that  time  we  have  lost  the  ser- 
vices of  many  of  the  old  veterans  of 
the  labor  movement.  With  such  men 
as  Ira  Stewart,  Henry  Chamberlain, 
Edward  O'Donnell,  George  E.  McNeil, 
Jchn  F.  O'Sullivan,  Edward  Cohen, 
Frank  K.  Foster,  Jerry  Mahoney, 
James  H.  Mellen,  and  many  others 
that  I  might  mention,  who  made  won- 
derful strides  in  the  work  for  the 
cause  of  the  toilei's,  not  only  in  this 
Commonwealth,  but  everywhere,  in 
"building  up  the  magnificent  organiza- 
tion which  is  assembled  here  today  in 


the  City  of  Worcester,  to  arrange 
plans  to  bring  about  results  for  the 
benefit  not  only  of  the  man  and  wo- 
man, but  for  the  child. 

Our  efforts  must  still  continue  in  the 
line  of  advancement,  for  if  past  histo- 
ry is  to  repeat  itself  I  feel  fully  as- 
sured, with  the  assistance  of  those  who 
so  generously  donated  their  time,  and 
who  made  such  great  sacrifices  of  self 
denial,  our  future  is  very  bright. 

The  great  tendency  toward  trade 
unionism  under  the  auspices  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  in  Mas- 
sachusetts for  the  past  few  years  has 
proven  conclusively  that  our  organized 
method  for  improved  sanitary,  indus- 
trial and  mental  conditions  have  been 
one  grand  success. 

LEGISLATION 

This  question  is  one  that  needs  the 
most  careful  action  of  the  delegates 
attending  our  annual  convention.  1 
trust  that  you  delegates  will  outline  a 
plan  that  will  bring  results  to  the 
trade  union  movement  of  our  Com- 
monwealth. Important  bills  such  as 
Injunctions,  Peaceful  Picketing,  the 
right  of  trade  unions  to  fine  their 
members,  the  Eight-hour  bill,  Com- 
pensation Act,  Street  Carmen's  bill, 
54-Hour  bill.  Initiative  and  Referen- 
dum, and  other  subjects  which  were 
brought  before  the  legislature,  must 
have  the  close  attention  of  organized 
labor  in  this  state.  We  must  watch 
carefully  the  insurance  that  is  carried 
on  by  many  trade  unions;  in  some 
cases  we  find  amendments  to  the  In- 
surance law  which  look  very  danger- 
ous, trying  to  prevent  organized  la- 
bor from  carrying  on  their  insurance 
in  the  time  of  death  of  their  members. 
Other  subjects  of  this  nature  could  be 
called  to  your  attention,  but  these  mat- 
ters are  always  carefully  looked  after 
by  your  Legislative  Committee  and  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  maintaining  the  rights 
of  the   trade  union   movement. 

I  feel  that  the  Central  Labor  Unions 
should  have  a  standing  committee  on 
legislation,  so  that  your  executive 
board  would  be  able  to  call  them  to- 
gether at  short  notice,  and  this  would 
stop  the  unpleasantness,  and  perhaps 
the  interference  of  some  who  never 
consult,  or  lay  matters  before  the 
proper  authorities  repi'esenting  your 
organization. 

We  have  tried  for  years  to  try  to 
get  the  right  to  work,  the  right  to 
strike;   the  right  to  spend  the  money 
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of  organized  labor.  We  have  fought 
for  the  rights  to  walk  the  public 
streets  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
time  of  strike,  and  if  the  constitution 
of  this  country  means  freedom,  why 
should  not  the  trade  unionist  have  it 
in  trouble  as  well  as  in  the  time  of 
peace. 

These  important  subjects  need 
strong  action  to  do  away  with  the  in- 
terference of  the  judicial  mind  of  the 
Commonwealth  with  its  interpretation 
of  the  law,  which  in  some  cases  says 
we  don't  have  the  right  to  fine  mem- 
bers of  organized  labor,  and  in  other 
cases  cites  that  we  have  no  right  to 
use  the  funds  of  our  organization 
and  legally  pay  wages  to  men  who 
may  refuse  to  work  in  order  to  short- 
en the  hours  of  labor  or  bring  about 
the  increase  of  wages  so  that  their 
homes  may  be  made  happier,  and 
further  the  great  question  that  is 
so  often  discussed,  to  keep  our 
children  from  the  work  shops,  the 
mills  and  the  department  stores, 
and  give  them  the  best  educa- 
tion possible,  so  that  the  workingman's 
child  may  not  be  forced  to  work  long 
hours  for  small  wages  in  order  to 
maintain  their  homes.  A  great  deal 
could  be  said  upon  this  subject,  and 
you,  the  delegates  to  the  25th  Annual 
Convention,  must  hold  this  organiza- 
tion to  its  principle  and  carry  out  the 
mandates  of  your  convention,  and  i 
trust  that  at  the  adjournment  of  this 
convention  that  legislation  will  be  en- 
acted by  us  that  will  bring  results  in 
the  year  1911  that  the  trade  union 
movement  of  Massacnusetts  may  be 
well  proud  of. 

Your  Legislative  Committee  will 
make  a  full  report  upon  matters  per- 
taining to  legislation  during  the  past 
year. 

Referring  to  legislation,  some  criti- 
cism has  been  made  by  some  of  the 
so-called  friends  of  organized  labor, 
charging  me,  as  president  of  your  or- 
ganization, as  being  the  cause  of  the 
defeat  of  the  54-hour  bill.  This  is 
both  unjust  and  unfair,  and  in  defend- 
ing the  principles  of  trade  unionism 
I  stand  before  this  convention  back- 
ing up  every  action  of  mine  in  carry- 
ing out  the  principles  of  organized  la- 
bor and  in  fighting  for  its  success, 
without  the  interference  of  any  poli- 
tician or  any  political  party  of  or  for 
any  political  purpose. 

Your  Executive  Board  has  invited 
the  men  who  make  such  accusations 


against  me  in  defeating  the  54-Hour 
bill  of  the  Textile  Workers  to  come 
to  this  convention  and  sustain  their 
charges,  as  all  honorable  union  men 
should  do.  In  the  trade  union  move- 
ment we  have  a  principle;  we  are  loy- 
al to  the  cause  of  labor,  and  we  believe 
in  free  speech  and  free  press,  and  we 
are  crying  before  the  courts  of  the 
CommonM^ealth  "give  us  a  trial  by 
jury  before  being  convicted,"  and  1 
stand  here  before  this  convention,  as 
the  President  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch  of  the  American  Feder- 
ation of  Labor,  and  I  deny  the  charge 
that  I  ever  tried  to  or  was  the  cause 
of  defeating  the  54-Hour  bill  of  the 
Textile  Workers.  I  trust  that  this 
convention  will  place  itself  on  record, 
backing  up  the  principle,  standing  for 
manhood,  and  that  the  affiliation  of 
political  parties,  or  difference  of  po- 
litical opinion,  will  not  be  used  by 
labor  to  weaken  the  cause  that  we 
justly  fight  for  and  try  to  maintain. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  LABOR 

Many  matters  in  the  interest  of  the 
toilers  of  the  State  are  left  undone, 
and  in  order  to  accomplish  results  in 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  many 
departments,  violations  of  law,  we 
should  draft  a  bill  and  present  it  to 
the  next  legislature  asking  for  the  cre- 
ation of  a  department  to  be  known 
as  "The  Department  of  Labor,"  so 
that  organized  labor  may  have  its  rep- 
resentatives appointed  on  the  same. 
Matters  pertaining  to  labor  would 
then  be  thoroughly  investigated,  as 
we  could  send  our  representatives 
to  get  information  from  men  who 
have  toiled  and  fought  for  the  cause 
of  labor,  whose  interest  with  the  toil- 
ing class  never  fades  but  continues 
owing  to  his  practical  experience. 
This  would  be  a  monument  of  benefit 
to  the  organized  and  unorganized  wage 
earners  of  our  State. 

EIGHT-HOUR    BILL 

Once  more  we  find  before  the  action 
of  organized  labor  of  this  State  the 
defeat  of  our  Eight-hour  bill.  In  1908 
the  Eight-hour  bill  met  with  the  veto 
of  Governor  Eben  S.  Draper,  and  after 
the  magnificent  work  of  the  year  1909 
we  find  again  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  vetoing  the  Eight-hour 
bill,  which  is  a  bill  of  the  people,  and 
no  one  man  should  stand  in  the  way 
of  not  giving  the  right  to  the  referen- 
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dum,  which  was  accepted  and  given 
to  the  people,  an  Eight-hour  law. 

If  the  trade  unionists  of  Massachu- 
setts are  loyal  to  the  cause  of  labor 
and  not  to  their  political  affiliations, 
we  will  bring  about  the  defeat  of  the 
man  who  so  boldly  boasts  of  his  veto 
01  this  bill  of  legislation,  which  says 
that  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a 
day's  work. 

This  entire  matter  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  organized  labor  of  this  State. 
The  actions  of  the  men  will  speak  for 
themselves.  Are  they  going  to  be 
loyal  to  the  cause  of  trade  unionism, 
or  are  they  going  to  be  loyal  to  their 
political  affiliations?  I  trust  that  the 
people  of  this  Commonwealth  will 
show  their  interest  and  fairness  to 
the  toilers  in  the  betterment  of  their 
homes  and  that  they  will  oppose  such 
legislation  as  this. 

EMPLOYERS'   LIABILITY   BILL 

During  the  past  year  a  committee 
was  appointed  on  the  Compensation 
Act,  which  will  be  reported  by  the 
Legislative  Committee.  This  subject 
Is  one  of  great  importance  to  all  and 
it  needs  the  deepest  consideration  of 
the  laboring  people.  I  hope  that  the 
action  of,  this  convention  will  bring 
about  the  enactment  of  a  law  which 
will  give  us  compensation  that  will  be 
an  encouragement  to  a  happy  home  in 
fhis  State. 

ROBERT   LUCE    BiLL 

By  prompt  work  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil brought  about  the  defeat  of  the 
Robert  Luce  bill,  which  was  strongly 
in  line  with  compulsory  arbitration. 
I,  as  President  of  your  organization, 
-appointed  a  special  committee  to  con- 
sider this  matter  for  two  weeks.  Then 
"we  called  a  joint  meeting  of  all  the 
unions  of  the  State  to  discuss  this 
question  and  laid  the  report  before  the 
said  meeting.  The  action  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  and  the  committee  was 
heartily  endorsed  and  a  unanimous 
vote  passed  to  bring  about  the  defeat 
of  the  compulsory  arbitration  bill 
fathered  by  Robert  Luce.  This  bill 
was  detrimental  to  organized  labor  and 
was  originally  fathered  and  came  from 
the  Employers  Association. 

We  stand  for  arbitration;  we  want 
conciliation;  we  want  the  right  to 
strike;  we  want  freedom,  but  we  op- 
pose compulsion,  taking  away  the 
rights  of  trade  unionism  and  bringing 
about  compulsory  arbitration. 


EMPLOYERS  ASSOCIATION 

The  Employers  Association,  with 
their  office  in  Boston,  are  organized 
and  supported  financially  by  many 
business  men  in  different  parts  of  our 
Commonwealth,  carrying  on  the  work 
through  their  organization  by  keeping 
men  at  the  legislature  to  fight  and  de- 
feat labor  legislation.  Work  of  this 
kind  should  be  met  by  the  trade  union 
movement  of  the  State,  and  the  loyalty 
of  the  members  of  organized  labor 
against  the  Employers  Association  will 
mean  defeat. 

POLITICAL  ACTION 

This  subject  is  one  that  needs  care- 
ful action  and  consideration  of  our  an- 
nual conventions.  We  should  be  free 
from  all  political  parties  and  all  politi- 
cal affiliations,  and  we  should  continue 
in  the  work  of  defeating  men  Vv^ho  hold 
public  office  in  our  State,  cities  or 
towns  who  fight  and  oppose  the  inter- 
ests of  the  working  people.  We  must 
defeat  our  enemies  and  loyally  appre- 
ciate the  work  of  our  true  friends, 
and  I  trust  that  organized  labor  will 
continue  with  its  fi-ght  until  the  men 
who  are  sent  to  the  smallest  or  high- 
est office  in  our  State  are  free  fi'om 
all  obligations  of  money  powder,  and 
that  men  will  be  placed  in  those 
positions  who  are  fair  to  the  working 
people. 

I  trust  that  any  action  taken  at  this 
convention  will  keep  our  organization 
clear,  as  it  alw^ays  has  been,  of  any 
political  party  and  that  it  w'ill  con- 
tinue in  the  great  work  of  bringing 
about  the  defeat  of  men  who  are  hos- 
tile to  our  many  bills  in  Congress  and 
our  labor  legislation  in  this  State. 

I  hope  that  our  Central  Labor 
Unions  will  see  that  the  men  who  are 
elected  to  Congress  are  friends  of 
labor,  and  so  far  as  possible  bona  fide 
trade  unionists  who  are  loyal  to  the 
cause  of  labor  and  who  are  ever  ready 
to  fight  those  who  fight  labor  when 
labor  is  endeavoring  to  bring  about 
success. 

INDUSTRIAL    CONDITIONS 

It  may  be  that  in  some  trades  or 
calling  matters  are  not  as  satisfactory 
as  we  want  them;  nevertheless,  taken 
all  in  all,  we  can  but  congratulate  our- 
selves that  during  the  past  year  pro- 
gress and  advancement  has  been  made 
in  our  membership. 

Industrial  strifes  have  been  few  and 
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not  of  much  moment  compared  to  the 
lengthy  and  bitter  warfare  of  former 
years.  "Wi^y  this  condition  prevails 
we  can  but  attribute  to  the  strength 
of  our  organizations  and  the  deter- 
mined attitude  taken  by  our  member- 
ship to  withstand  any  attempt  to  go 
backward.  Another  reason  that  may 
be  assigned  is  that  today  the  employ- 
er is  awakening  to  the  fact  that  labor 
unions  are  here  to  stay  and  that  a  con- 
dition now  exists  which  calls  for  the 
meeting  upon  common  grounds  of  both 
employer  and  employe  in  the  settle- 
ment of  disputes. 

From  reports  received  by  me  and 
from  information  received  we  find  dur- 
ing the  past  year  wages  have  increased 
in  the  large  majority  of  cases  from  5 
to  1 5  %  and  the  work-day  has  been 
shortened.  It  is  to  be  deplored  that 
the  increase  in  wage  has  not  kept  step 
with  the  increased  cost  of  living. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS 

We  find  during  the  interim  of  our 
conveniion  that  many  of  our  affiliated 
bodies  have  been  in  receipt  of  an  ad- 
vance in  wage  and  a  shortening  of 
their  work  day.  It  is  but  fair  to  presume 
that  these  accessions  to  laboring 
classes  of  our  Commonwealth  have 
only  been  obtained  by  the  solidarity  of 
organized  labor  under  the  grand  flag 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

Many  of  our  unions  which  have 
been  persistent  fighters  for  the  Eight- 
hour  law  should,  in  my  opinion  (to  be 
consistent),  eradicate  from  their  Con- 
stitutions and  By-Laws  the  different 
clauses  referring  to  overtime,  unless 
in  a  very  extraordinary  case  of  emerg- 
ency. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  owing 
to  the  many  increases  secured  in 
wages  that  all  our  affiliated  unions 
consider  the  necessity  of  the  payment 
of  higher  dues  and  assessments,  with 
the  object  in  view  of  creating  defense 
funds  for  the  further  maintaining  of 
that  which  they  have  already  secured, 
and  for  the  further  betterment  of  their 
conditions,  and  also  to  resist  the  on- 
slaughts which  are  continually  being 
made  against  our  movement  by  un- 
scrupulous employers  in  the  use  of  our 
courts  by  the  indiscriminate  issuance 
of  injunctions. 

We  have  still  many  sections  of  our 
State  unorganized  and  many  large  in- 
dustries that  need  the  attention  of  sev- 
eral of  our  international  bodies  to  send 
organizers  here  and  endeavor  to  bring 


such  emplo'yes  who  follow  their  voca- 
tion in  the  places  above  mentioned, 
into  the  folds  of  unions  of  their  call- 
ing. 

Realizing  that  our  movement  is  not 
perfect  but  progressive,  we  desire  to 
impress  upon  the  minds  of  all  men 
and  women  that  the  trade  union  move- 
ment of  today  is  the  highest  and  best 
developed  working  class  institution 
thus  far  evolved,  and  would  suggest 
that  our  best  endeavors  be  put  in  ac- 
tion to  induce  all  workers  to  enroll 
themselves  upon  the  rosters  of  their 
various  trade  organizations. 

ORGANIZATION 

Over  twenty  million  dollars  have 
been  added  to  the  pay  roll  of  the  steam 
railway  men  of  the  country  through 
the  power  of  their  great  organization. 
This  should  be  a  lesson  to  the  wage 
earners  of  the  world,  that  only  through 
organization,  carried  along  on  busi- 
ness lines,  will  a  respectable  wage  be 
granted. 

If  all  crafts  in  the  various  states 
were  organized  as  they  should  be, 
nothing  would  stand  in  their  way  in  the 
betterment  of  their  conditions,  not 
only  in  the  hours  of  labor  but  in  ob- 
taining a  decent  wage  which  a  work- 
ing man  or  woman  could  live  upon. 

UNION   LABEL 

The  Union  Label  is  today  one  of 
the  strongest  factors  toward  the  solu- 
tion of  the  labor  problem  that  it  is 
necessary  to  devote  our  time,  thought 
and  energy  in  educating  the  workers 
to  buy  union  label  goods.  In  fact,  the 
demand  for  the  union  made  article, 
bearing  the  Union  Label,  has  been  the 
means  of  organizing  many  new  crafts 
and  strengthening  many  of  the  older 
trades. 

Its  appearance  on  articles  of  neces- 
sity and  luxury  enlists  the  sympathy 
of  the  consumer  against  sweat  shops 
and  child  labor,  trust  and  convict  made 
labor.  It  brings  to  the  struggle  of 
organized  labor  the  support  of  those 
outside  of  the  industrial  field,  who 
support  the  Union  Label  because  or 
the  industrial  and  social  evils  it  helps 
to  eradicate  and  the  universal  good 
it  is  doing. 

The  Union  Label  is  the  most  potent 
weapon  against  avaricious  and  un- 
scrupulous employees.  Those  trade 
unions,  recognized  as  the  foremost  ex- 
ponents of  the  Union  Label,  enjoy 
the  most  peace,  suffer  few  strikes  and 
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practically  no  reduction  in  wages  and 
conditions  in  their  trade,  are  steadily 
shaping  toward  improvement.  The 
Union  Label  wields  an  influence  which, 
wisely  directed,  assures  union  pro- 
gress and  promotion  of  the  workers' 
interest. 

Many  millions  of  union-made  dollars 
are  spent  annually  on  non-union  made 
goods,  which  if  disbursed  in  the  direc- 
tion of  union  made  goods,  by  our  fel- 
low unionists,  would  not  alone  benefit 
the  producer  but  al^  the  consumer. 
Hence,  every  union  person  purchasing 
non-labelled  goods  is  responsible  for 
maintaining  a  force  of  unfair  employ- 
ers and  employees  to  give  battle  to 
our  organized  label  crafts. 

We  again  wish  to  call  your  atten- 
tion that  strenuous  efforts  should  be 
used  in  bringing  about  the  universal 
recognition  of  labels,  cards,  buttons 
and  such  other  devices  as  are  adopt- 
ed by  unions  as  a  recognition  of  the 
fair  conditions  under  which  the  label 
crafts    are   working. 

HATTERS'    STRIKE 

Notwithstanding  that  there  are  still 
out  a  few  small  shops,  I  can  report 
that  the  United  Hatters  of  North 
America  have  won  a  complete  victory. 
From  information  received,  conditions 
in  the  hatting  industry  are  better  than 
at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  or- 
ganization. Particularly  is  this  so  as 
regards  the  arbitration  agreement  be- 
tween the  employers  and  employees. 
Agreements  have  been  entered  into 
with  shops  not  affected  by  strike  and 
increased  v/ages  have  been  the  out- 
come. 

OPEN  SHOP 

Open  shop,  so  called,  is  an  avowed 
intention  of  its  advocates  to  disrupt  our 
labor  organizations  and  to  nullify  the 
utility  of  our  union  employees  on  fair 
and  clean  made  products.  We  have 
invariably  experienced  the  results  ac- 
cruing from  Che  so  called  open  shop, 
that  it  creates  discord  among  the  em- 
ployees; it  causes  inhuman  competi- 
tion among  the  workers;  it  creates  a 
feeling  of  distrust  in  the  shops  and 
factories  where  the  open  shop  exists; 
it  tends  10  make  cowards  of  men;  it 
robs  every  person  employed  under  the 
ccnditions  im.posed  upon  them  by  the 
so  called  open  shop  of  their  constitu- 
tional right  of  banding  together  mutu- 
ally for  the  betterment  of  their  con- 
dition.    It  is  the  infamous  method  of 


blacklisting  a  trade  imionist  that  has 
been  perpetrated  upon  them.  It  there- 
fore becomes  obligatory  nj)on  the  ]iart 
of  our  organizations  to  resist  alt  at- 
tempts made  by  the  advocates  of  the 
so  called  Open  Shoppers,  in  their  en- 
deavors to  inject  their  un-American 
methods  of  disruption  of  our  unions. 

We  must  at  all  times  rally  to  the 
support  of  our  fellow  man,  who  is  the 
subject  of  victimization  at  the  hands 
of  the  Associations  whose  object  is 
purely  the  tearing  down  of  the  institu- 
tion that  has  done  so  much  to  ele- 
vate mankind — trade  unions. 

THE    BUCKS    STOVE    AND    RANGE 
COMPANY 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the 
magnificent  work  of  Samuel  Gompers, 
President  of  the  American  Federation, 
of  Labor,  and  his  Executive  Council, 
in  their  noble  and  honorable  work  in 
bringing  about  a  settlement  of  the  dis- 
pute of  the  Bucks  Stove  and  Range 
Manufacturing  Company  and  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor.  And 
with  the  officers  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  who  have  been  sen- 
tenced to  prison,  we  can  say:  Where 
is  free  speech  and  free  press  when 
labor  is  endeavoring  to  bring  peace 
and  justice  to  all? 

I  know  that  the  delegates  to  this 
Convention  stand  loyally  with  the'.r 
officers,  and  behind  them,  and  trust, 
that  labor  will  continue  in  the  main- 
tenance of  peace. 

FARMERS'   ORGANIZATION 

I  trust  that  this  Convention  will 
take  some  action  that  will  keep  us  in 
close  touch  with  the  farmers  of  cur 
Commonwealth.  And  I  reconamend 
that  we  extend  an  invitation  to  the 
Farmers'  organization  to  send  a  rep- 
resentative to  our  next  Convention  as 
a  fraternal  delegate,  laying  the  sub- 
ject matter  before  the  representatives 
of  organized  labor  and  see  if  we  can- 
not accomplish  something  in  their  in- 
terest and  ours. 

LUDLOW   STRIKE 

]\Iuch  praise  should  be  given  to  the 
Springfield  Labor  Union  in  its  worx 
for  the  Ludlow  strikers  last  fall,  when 
many  were  evicted  from  their  homes; 
through  the  good  work  of  that  central 
bodJ^  the  facts  of  which  were  never 
made  public,  the  suffering  in  that  dis- 
trict was  relieved.     During  that   con- 
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ti'oversy  arrangements  were  made 
through  your  Executive  Board  and 
taken  up  hy  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Federation  of  Labor  and  the  matter 
was  laid  before  the  committee  of  the 
Springfield  Central  Labor  Union  com- 
mittee, endeavoring  to  assist  in  end- 
ing that  serious  situation. 

I  believe  that  this  question  is  one 
that  needs  legislation,  and  where  the 
homes  are  owned  by  employers  that 
something  should  be  done  to  stop  the 
suffering  of  putting  them  and  their 
furniture  on  the  street. 

You  know  of  this  well  advertised 
matter,  for  it  was  published  in  the 
press,  and  you  know  the  suffering  and 
breaking  up  of  many  homes  that  took 
place  at  that  time.  I  hope  this  Con- 
vention will  start  some  system  on  leg- 
islation that  will  prevent  such  an 
action  ever  being  repeated  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

LABOR  TEMPLES 

I  urge  the  trade  union  movement  of 
the  different  cities  of  this  State  to 
take  up  the  important  question  of 
building  Labor  Temples  and  halls,  to 
be  owned  and  controlled  by  labor. 

I  recommend  that  the  Secretary 
draft  a  circular  and  mail  a  copy  to 
each  labor  union  in  the  State  to  take 
action  upon  this  matter. 

STATE   BRANCHES 

I  trust  that  the  report  which  I  have 
submitted  to  this  Convention  will 
bring  benefits  to  organized  labor.  I 
request  the  delegates  upon  returning 
home  to  give  us  their  moral  support 
in  urging  more  affiliations  so  that  our 
State  organization  will  soon  see  the 
day  when  mere  than  a  majority  of 
the  organized  trade  unions  of  the  Com- 
monwealth will  be  found  in  the  roster 
of  our  organization.  Credit  should  be 
given  to  our  past  and  present  officers 
cf  our  organization  in  endeavoring  to 
build  up  our  State  Branch  to  the  stand- 
ard which  it  holds  at  the  present  time. 
I  urge  you  once  more  to  back  up  the 
principles  which  you  lay  down  in  your 
laws  and  your  conventions  and  I  hope 
at  the  close  of  this  Convention  that 
each  delegate  will  return  to  his  home 
fighting  for  the  cause  of  labor,  work- 
ing with  your  officers  to  build  up  the 
best  State  organization  affiliated  with 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
known  as  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch. 


CONCLUSION 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Council 
will  be  presented  to  you  for  considera- 
tion and  the  volume  of  labor  executed 
by  them,  I  feel  assured,  will  be  appre- 
ciated by  this  honorable  body. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  them  for  the  able  and  efficient  man- 
ner in  which  they  have  conducted 
their  respective  offices  and  the  mag- 
nificent assistance  they  have  rendered 
the  President  in  his  official  duties. 

To  my  colleagues  of  the  entire  labor 
movement  with  whom  I. have  come  in 
contact,  and  to  the  press,  let  me  ex- 
press to  them  my  sincere  gratitude  for 
the  earnest  assistance  they  have  ren- 
dered me  during  my  administration. 

The  years  1909  and  1910  have  been 
the  most  memorable  in  my  career  as 
a  trade  unicnist  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  knowledge  gleaned  and  the  hon- 
or conferred  upon  me  by  being  Presi- 
dent of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

May  the  organization  grow  strong 
and  continue  its  life  of  usefulness  in 
the  future  as  it  has  dene  in  the  past, 
and  its  motto  forever  be:  "Labor,  Om- 
nia, Vincit."

Greetings : 

In  submitting  to  you  for  your  con- 
sideration my  report  containing  sub- 
jects concerning  the  welfare  and  pro- 
tection of  the  wage  earner  of  cur 
Commonwealth,  together  with  the  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer's report  from  October 
1,  1909,  to  September  30,  1910,  I 
trust  that  tnese  matters  will  be  of  in- 
terest to  the  organized  wage  earner 
affiliated  and  not  affiliated  with  the 
Massachusetts   State  Branch. 

I  have  submitted  to  the  affiliated 
Unions  an  itemized  report  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  six  months  of  the 
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year  of  1909,  and  three  months  of  the 
year  1910,  so  that  each  local  affiliated 
union  could  examine  the  report  to 
show  th^t  the  receipts  agreed  Vv'ith  the 
payments  of  their  organization.  I  am 
now  preparing  a  report  for  the  last  year 
beginning  October  1,  1909,  and  ending 
September  30,  1910,  the  receipts  of 
money  received  per  month,  and  from 
what  local  union,  and  the  itemized  ex- 
penses of  the  year,  with  the  names  of 
each  affiliated  union,  their  secretary's 
name  and  address,  that  I  have  upon 
the  card  of  the  unions  now  affiliated 
with  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch. 
To  prepare  this  report  is  a  matter  of 
work,  not  merely  of  hours  but  weeks, 
and  within  two  weeks  after  this  con- 
vention adjourns  I  hope  that  I  will  have 
the  matter  in  the  printing  office,  so 
that  each  affiliated  union  can  assist 
the  treasurer  by  showing  that  their 
local  union  receives  credit  for  money 
paid  to  him.  This  report  will  be  sub- 
mitted in  a  separate  book.

AFFILIATION 

The  Massachusetts  State  Branch  in 
the  past  dozen  years  has  held  its  own, 
but  the  question  of  bringing  more 
unions  to  affiliate  with  our  organiza- 
tion needs  the  support  of  the  officers 
of  the  various  international  unions.  1 
have  in  many  cases  during  this  yef.r 
sent  letters  to  the  international  unions 
requesting  them  to  urge  their  local 
unions  in  Massachusetts  to  become 
part  and  parcel  of  our  organization.  1 
also  mailed  a  circular  to  every  union, 
in  the  state,  to  those  which  were  net 
affiliated  and  to  those  which  are  affil- 
iated with  our  organization;  the  circu- 
lar was  very  plain  and  explained  the 
benefits  dei'ived  from  affiliation,  and 
brought  some  results.  I  visited  many 
unions  in  the  different  parts  of  the 
state,  at  the  request  of  the  Executive 
Board,  to  invite  them  to  affiliate.  Some 
of  the  Local  and  Central  Labor  Unions 
responded.  The  delegates  attending 
this  convention  should  interest  them- 
selves when  they  return  to  their  re- 
spective Central  Labor  Unions  to  urge 
the  delegates  of  the  local  unions  there 
to  urge  their  local  unions  to  affiliate 
with  our  State  organization.  Our  ar- 
ganization  has  always  responded  not 
only  to  the  call  of  affiliated  organiza- 
tions, but  to  many  others.  No  mau 
who  has  the  interest  of  the  trade  union 
movement  at  heart,  fighting  for  the 
cause  of  labor  and  bettering  the  homes 
of  the  working  people,  can  give  any 
substantial  reason  why  his  organiza- 
tion should  not  be  affiliated  with  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  and 
have  their  delegates  attending  our  an- 
nual convention.  The  work  of  affilia- 
tion is  only  accomplished  by  hard 
work,  not  only  of  the  officers,  who 
make  up  the  Executive  Council  of  our 
organization,  but  of  men  in  various 
cities  in  the  State,  who  have  assisted 
and  urged  various  local  unions  in  time 
of  peace  to  become  part  and  parcel  of 
this  organization. 

A  little  history  of  this  organization 
in  the  past  dozen  years  may  be  news 
to  many  of  the  delegates  attending  the 
25th  Annual  Convention.  At  the  last 
convention  held  in  Springfield.  Mass., 
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54  delegates  attended,  representing 
the  various  affiliated  unions  and  the 
Central  Labor  Unions  of  the  state. 
Five  months  after  the  adjournment  of 
that  convention,  through  the  invitation 
of  Jefferson  D.  Pierce,  a  member  of  the 
Cigarnaakers'  Union  of  Worcester,  then 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch,  and  Edmund  F.  Ward,  of 
Brewery  Workers'  Union  No.  29  of 
Boston,  as  members  of  the  Executive 
Board,  they  requested  me  to  take  the 
position  of  Secretary-Treasurer  of  your 
organization.  After  a  w^eek's  thought 
on  the  subject,  I  accepted  the  office. 

The  next  convention  w^as  held  in 
North  Adams,  and  sixty  odd  delegates 
there  represented  our  organization. 

From  North  Adams  the  convention 
"was  held  in  Marlboro,  and  the  founda- 
tion of  this  work,  which  had  been  laid, 
was  made  stronger,  and  at  every  con- 
vention up  to  today  we  have  at  least 
from  100  to  13  5  delegates  in  attend- 
ance. The  conventions  during  the  last 
dozen  years  were  held  in  the  following 
cities:  North  Adams,  Marlboro,  Brock- 
ton, Pittsfield,  Lynn,  Lowell,  Law- 
rence, Milford,  Worcester,  Holyoke 
(twice),  and  at  each  of  these  conven- 
tions important  questions  were  taken 
up  and  good  work  was  accomplished 
in  the  interest  of  many  organizations 
by  shortening  the  hours  of  labor,  in- 
creasing wages,  and  bringing  about 
legislation  in  the  interest  of  the  peo- 
ple of  our  Commonwealth. 

The  men  who  have  held  the  office 
of  President,  commencing  with  the 
convention  in  Springfield,  are  as  fol- 
lows: J.  D.  Pierce  of  the  Cigarmakers' 
Union  of  Worcester;  Jonas  Weiner  of 
Cigarmakers  Union  97  of  Boston; 
Frank  H.  McCarthy  of  Cigarmakers 
Union  97  of  Boston;  James  R. 
Crozier  of  the  Carriage  and  Wag- 
on Workers'  Union  of  Boston; 
Francis  J.  Clark  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  Union  of  Brockton;  Edward 
Cohen,  representing  the  Central  Labor 
Union  of  Lynn,  and  a  member  of  the 
Cigarmakers'  organization;  Philip  H. 
Sweet,  of  Coopers  89  of  Boston,  and 
the  present  President,  Thomas  J.  Dur- 
nin  of  the  Bartenders'  Union  of  Hol- 
yoke. During  the  administration  of 
these  men  they  have  worked  hard  to 
build  up  this  organization,  have  given 
Biany  evenings  and  Sundays,  visiting 
the  local  unions,  and  have  succeeded 
not  only  in  bringing  about  further 
affiliations,  but  have  succeeded  in 
bringing  excellent  results  in  the  inter- 


est of  many  crafts  in  our  Common- 
wealth. They  have  settled  many 
strikes;  they  have  organized  many 
new  unions,  which  are  today  doing 
excellent  work  in  the  interest  of  .their 
members  and  their  organizations. 

The  growth  of  the  organization  and 
the  holding  of  its  own  from  that  time 
has  been  one  which  every  trade  union- 
ist in  the  Commonwealth  may  be 
proud  of.  We  have  the  proceedings  of 
our  conventions  printed;  we  owe  no 
money;  we  are  free  from  all  obliga- 
tions except  that  possessed  by  every 
delegate  here — manhood  and  interest 
in  his  fellow  workingman.  You  men 
must  realize  that  personal  differences 
of  opinion  must  not  be  carried  to  the 
bitterness  of  abuse,  or  by  the  use  of 
the  tongue  trying  to  degrade  men  who 
are  fighting  nobly  and  manly  for  the 
cause  of  labor.  We  want  unity;  we 
demand  the  rights  of  manhood,  and 
with  the  unity  of  the  delegates  assem- 
bled at  this  convention  we  can  bring 
about  magnificent  results,  perhaps 
which  we  may  not  enjoy,  but  the  chil- 
dren of  today  will  be  men  and  women 
next  year  and  will  have  the  same 
pleasures  which  we  have  fought  for, 
giving  our  untiring  feelings  for  the 
wage  earners  of  our  State.  I  trust 
that  the  seed  will  be  sown  in  the 
Heart  of  the  Commonv/ealth,  at  this 
convention,  and  during  the  closing 
days  of  the  convention  we  will  be 
banded  together  with  one  solid  stand: 
"Justice!" 

LICENSE   QUESTION 

This  question  is  one  of  interest  to 
the  organized  wage  earners  of  this 
state.  It  is  a  question  that  needs 
careful  consideration  and  action  that 
will  bring  about  results  of  benefit  to 
the  home  and  to  the  toiler.  Prohibition 
does  not  prohibit.  What  we  want  is 
the  full  enforcement  by  the  people  in 
charge  of  the  license  question  in  the 
Commonwealth.  Is  it  a  crime  to  be 
a  wage  earner,  making  honest  wages 
in  a  brewery?  Or  is  a  bartender  more 
of  a  criminal  than  a  man  with  a  splen- 
did education?  And  have  these  men 
no  right  to  exist,  or  is  there  any  other 
industry  which  has  been  suggested  to 
take  the  place  of  the  wages  and  hours 
by  which  these  men  maintain  their 
homes?  This  question  is  indeed  a  se- 
rious one.  We  want  the  right  to 
work;  we  demand  the  right  to  live. 
We  demand  legislation  and  men  placed 
in  those  positions  that  will  be  a  credit 
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not  only  to  the  Commonwealth,  or  its 
■cities  and  towns,  but  to  the  homes  ot 
the  people,  and  this  can  only  be  ac- 
complished by  the  full  enforcement 
'Of  the  law. 

The  men  working  at  these  crafts, 
who  are  affiliated  with  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  under  which 
their  charter  is  granted,  giving  them 
the  same  rights  as  you  or  I  as  trade 
unionists,  sit  here  with  us  as  dele- 
gates and  are  entitled  and  demand 
the  same  support  for  their  crafte  and 
organization  as  any  label  of  any  craft 
not  only  in  this  Commonwealth  but  in 
the  country.  Trade  unionism  stands 
for  the  uplifting  of  the  home,  increase 
of  wages,  shortening  of  the  hours  of 
labor,  and  when  we  take  wage  earn- 
ers into  organizations  and  grant  them 
a  charter,  no  man  should  do  anything 
that  would  bring  idleness  and  destroy 
the  happiness  of  the  wage  earner,  but 
should  rather  encourage  the  full  en- 
forcement of  justice. 

COMMISSIONS 

I  hope  the  day  has  come  when  bona 
fide  union  men  will  be  appointed  on 
more  commissions,  not  only  in  cities 
and  towns,  but  by  the  Governor  or  by 
Ms  Council  in  the  Commonwealth. 
They  always  want  us;  they  can't  get 
along  without  us,  and  if  they  want 
their  institutions  and  their  commis- 
sions to  bring  about  honest  success 
they  should  give  the  wage  earners 
right  representation;  give  them  the 
rights  which  they  should  have,  and  I 
liope  this  convention  will  instruct  the 
Executive  Board  to  wait  upon  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth  and  that 
the  delegates  from  the  various  Central 
Labor  Unions  will  take  up  this  ques- 
tion with  the  government  of  their 
cities  or  towns,  demanding  the  ap- 
pointment of  more  labor  men  in  these 
positions. 

We  are  the  fathers  of  the  children; 
"we  are  the  fighters  for  their  protec- 
tion; our  work  is  an  open  work.  We 
struggle  to  do  away  with  slavery  and 
"we  want  men  in  these  positions  who 
have  human  nature,  who  have  feelings 
of  fair  play  and  justice  toward  the 
toilers,  who  are  fighting  and  pleading 
in  the  interest  of  the  wage  earner  and 
the  child.  Although  we  don't  publish 
it  in  the  press,  many  unions  do  much 
good  for  the  homes  of  their  members. 
We  don't  call  it  charity  when  assist- 
ance is  given  to  men  (as  for  instance 


by  the  Cigarmakers  Union) ;  when  one 
of  their  members  is  out  of  work  and 
seeks  to  go  to  another  state  he  is 
given  encouragement  and  aid,  with- 
out any  advertisement.  And  this  work 
done  by  many  organizations  is  deserv- 
ing of  great  credit  and  is  most  encour- 
aging to  the  toiler.  That  is  what  we 
want  the  institutions  and  the  depart- 
ments of  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
cities  and  towns  to  do;  and  to  carry 
it  on  successfully  the  toiler  should 
have  representation. 

It  is  our  men  who  vote  and  defend 
the  rights  of  the  country.  It  is  the 
toiler  who  is  found  on  the  battlefield, 
and  it  is  about  time  that  the  toilers 
were  found  in  more  honored  positions, 
as  no  reform  was  ever  accomplished 
that  was  not  backed  by  the  organized 
wage  earners  everywhere.  Fellow  del- 
egates, interest  yourselves.  It  is  no 
disgrace  to  soil  your  hands  with  hard 
labor.  It  is  an  honor,  and  by  the  work 
of  bona  fide  union  men,  many  homes 
are  made  happy  and  great  good  has 
been  accomplished  which  the  public 
is  not  aware  of.  The  day  has  come 
when  the  organized  wage  earner  will 
say  "Please"  no  longer,  but  shall  de- 
mand. We  are  part  of  the  Common- 
wealth; we  w^ant  our  share,  we  want 
recognition. 

I  hope  this  convention  will  take 
some  action  and  that  the  whole  mat- 
ter will  be  laid  before  the  proper  au- 
thorities so  that  greater  recognition 
may  be  given  to  the  toilers  regardless 
of  creed  or  political  affiliation. 

I  recommend  that  the  Secretary  be 
instructed  to  draft  a  letter  and  lay 
the  subject  before  each  Central  Labor 
Union  in  the  State,  who  shall  take  it 
up  with  the  mayor  or  selectmen,  and 
report  back  to  the  Executive  Board 
the  results,  and  see  if  at  our  next  con- 
vention we  can  report  any  better  ac- 
tion or  further  recognition  that  right- 
ly and  justly  belongs  to  the  toilers  of 
our  Commonwealth. 

LAWS 

I  want  the  organized  wage  earners 
of  Massachusetts  to  take  up  the  sub- 
ject known  as  "The  Drunk  Law."  It 
needs  your  earnest  consideration  and 
I  know  will  bring  about  better  results 
if  assisted  by  the  people.  My  experi- 
ence in  this  work  has  led  me  to  be- 
lieve that  it  needs  the  consideration 
of  you  men,  the  representatives  of  the 
wage  earner.  We  want  to  lengthen 
the  probation  system.    We  want  labor 
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men  who  know  the  toiling  of  the  home, 
who  know  our  conditions  in  life,  not 
by  the  fever  heat  but  by  actual,  prac- 
tical work,  so  that  happiness  may  be 
given  to  many  homes.  I  hope  that  the 
committee  which  handles  the  subject 
of  Officers'  Report  will  take  up  this 
matter  so  that  it  may  be  discussed  be- 
fore this  convention.  By  doing  this 
we  may  be  able  to  bring  aid  and  hap- 
piness to  many  homes. 

LABELS 

This  subject  has  been  brought  be- 
fore each  annual  convention  and  it 
may  have  brought  benefit  to  some 
crafts,  but  not  as  much  as  they  are 
deserving  of.  The  Cigarmakers  and 
Hatters  are  leading  a  noble  fight 
against  capital  and  the  capitalists  are 
appealing  to  the  courts  trying  to  de- 
stroy the  benefits  of  their  label,  and 
what  have  we  done  to  retard  the  pro- 
gress of  the  unfairly  made  cigar  and 
unfairly  made  hat?  You  men,  repre- 
senting the  various  unions  of  the  Com- 
monwealth should  see  that  the  mem- 
bers who  are  carrying  a  trade  union 
card  and  who  are  affiliated  "with  some 
fraternal  organization  do  not  forget 
their  trade  unionism.  They  should 
not  allow  them  to  produce  unfair  pro- 
duct at  their  social  gatherings.  You 
should  see  that  the  printing  done  by 
your  organization  bears  the  label  of 
the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council. 
You  should  see  that  the  cigars  used 
at  your  social  gatherings  come  from  a 
box  that  bears  the  label  of  the  Cigar- 
makers  International  Union.  You 
should  urge  the  members  of  those  or- 
ganizations in  the  purchasing  of  hats 
that  they  buy  those  bearing  the  Hat- 
ters label,  and  thus  show  their  friend- 
ship and  encouragement  toward  our 
label,  and  we  in  turn  might  be  desirous 
of  becoming  members  of  their  frater- 
nal organization.  Without  work  and  de- 
cent wages  we  cannot  join  those  or- 
ganizations, and  we  are  not  expected 
or  asked  to  join  because  we  are  grad- 
uates of  a  college,  but  because  we  are 
risks  and  because  we  make  success, 
and  because  we  build  up  their  mem- 
bership. And  are  we  not  deserving, 
as  wage  earners,  of  their  moral  sup- 
port. This  question  is  one  of  great 
interest,  and  it  is  in  your  hands  to  do 
the  work.  While  I  mentioned  these 
organizations  which  are  maintaining 
their  label,  the  same  thing  exists  in 
every  other  organization  having  a  trade 
label.     These  bona  fide  union  men  be- 


lieve that  when  you  purchase  with 
your  own  money  these  union  label 
goods,  you  retard  the  progress  of  un- 
fair products  and  help  their  cause. 

The  label  stands  for  good  wages;  it 
stands  for  sanitary  conditions;  it 
stands  for  organization,  and  it  brings 
freedom.  You  and  I  and  every  other 
union  man  should  leave  no  stone  un- 
turned to  advance  the  product  of  or- 
ganized labor  bearing  the  label  of  its 
craft,  making  the  label  one  of  honor  in- 
stead, of  one  of  shame  by  virtue  of  our 
purchasing  power.  Oh,  may  the  day 
come  when  the  philanthropists  of  the 
people,  who  are  not  part  of  organ- 
ized labor,  will  give  their  honest  feel- 
ings toward  the  toilers,  by  support- 
ing and  advancing  the  sale  of  pro- 
ducts bearing  the  label  of  its  trade. 

LEGISLATION 

This  convention  must  take  some 
action  on  this  question.  You  vciust  de- 
fine some  law  between  the  Legislative 
Committee  and  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

In  past  years  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee has  been  more  of  an  advisory 
board,  and  during  the  time  that  John 
F.  O'Sullivan,  who  was  well  known  by 
the  trade  union  movement,  was  their 
representative  at  the  State  House,  he 
not  oniy  represented  them  at  the  State 
House,  but  when  the  issue  came  the 
defense  of  labor  legislation  always 
found  him  on  the  public  platform  de- 
fending our  cause.  Frank  K.  Foster, 
who  was  also  chairman  and  agent  of 
the  Legislative  Committee,  both  these 
men  now  deceased,  have  not  only  done 
much  in  the  interest  of  legislation,  but 
were  always  found  fighting  in  support 
of  the  legislation  presented  by  this 
organization. 

I  was  selected  during  the  illness  of 
Frank  K.  Foster,  at  his  personal  re- 
quest, and  at  the  request  of  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  and  the  Executive 
Board,  to  take  his  place  at  the  State 
House.  While  there  I  did  my  work 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  not  only 
lobbying  but  I  went  into  the  districts 
of  the  various  men  who  voted  against 
our  bills  and  urged  their  defeat. 

I  have  no  feeling  against  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislative  Committee, 
either  past  or  present,  but  if  the  dif- 
ference of  opinion  that  has  been  go- 
ing on  for  the  past  few  years  between 
the  Committee  and  the  Executive 
Board  continues  to  exist  it  would  be 
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better  to  abolish  it  than  to  have  it 
continue. 

But  I  feel  that  a  Legislative  Com- 
mittee is  of  value,  but  that  the  per- 
;sonal,  antagonistic  feelings  existing, 
ovv^ing  to  the  difference  of  opinions,  is 
no  benefit  to  the  cause  of  labor.  And 
the  question  of  authority  between  the 
Legislative  Committee  and  the  Execu- 
tive Board  must  be  straightened  out 
by  this  convention.  If  the  Executive 
Board  is  to  continue  in  the  work  that 
they  have  always  done  without  fear 
or  favor  they  don't  want  to  shirk  the 
responsibility  of  shouldering  the  work 
fighting  for  your  cause.  But  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  State  Branch  are 
the  only  people  who  have  the  right  to 
change  any  bill  introduced  under  the 
name  of  our  organization,  and  if  this 
convention  orders  the  Executive  Board 
to  carry  a  bill  on  legislation,  the  man- 
date of  the  convention  is  carried  out, 
and  no  man,  be  he  a  Representative 
or  Senator,  Lieutenant  Governor  or 
Governor,  has  any  right  to  change  a 
bill  pertaining  to  legislation  without 
the  authority  of  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch, 
American  Federation  of  Labor.  That 
is  where  we  defend  our  principle. 
That  is  where  we  shoulder  the 
troubles  of  your  organization,  and 
never  shirk  the  responsibility  of  go- 
ing before  the  public  fighting  for  the 
cause  of  legislation. 

I  have  no  personal  choice  or  selec- 
tion of  members  serving  on  the  Legis- 
lative Committee,  but  I  want  this  con- 
vention, and  so  do  my  colleagues  on 
the  Executive  Board,  to  say  whether 
our  Executive  Board  is  not  right  on 
legislation,  and  we  will  say  "Amen." 
If  you  say  that  your  Executive  Board 
must  assume  the  authority  of  your 
convention,  the  same  as  it  always  has 
done,  the  work  will  continue  without 
fear  or  favor  in  trying  to  bring  about 
the  enactment  of  legislation  laid  down 
by  the  delegates  at  the  annual  con- 
vention. 

f  feel  that  a  law  should  be  passed 
keeping  the  Legislative  Committee  in 
existence.  The  law  should  say  that 
all  matters  of  legislation  laid  down  by 
the  conveniton.  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
carried  on  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Executive  Board  of  your  organiza- 
tion. The  delegates  assembled  at  this 
convention  are  the  people  who  have 
the  responsibility.  You  pass  these  res- 
olutions. You  ask  .for  the  enactment 
of  these   laws.     Tell   us,    so   that  the 


future  work  of  your  representatives, 
either  in  office  or  out  of  it,  shall  be 
one  of  unity,  without  the  fear  or  favor 
of  any  political  office  holder  or  any 
seeker  of  political  office  in  the  high- 
est or  smallest  gift  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Again  I  say  this  question 
needs  your  careful  action  and  consid- 
eration. 

I  make  the  following  report  on  labor 
legislation  so  that  we  may  go  forward 
without  any  division  or  interference. 
That  your  convention  have  the  fol- 
lowing bills  introduced  to  the  legis- 
lature under  the  name  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Branch,  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor: 

The  Injunction  Bill,"  Picketing  Bill, 
Eight-Hour  Bill,  Fines  Bill,  and  the 
matter  of  Compensation  be  referred 
to  the  Legislative  Committee  or  the 
Executive  Council,  and  this  subject  I 
will  refer  to  later  in  my  report. 

And  that  we  approve  of  the  follow- 
ing bills,  which  shall  be  introduced  by 
their  supporters,  so  that  if  any  changes 
are  suggested  or  made,  that  they  m.ust 
and  shall  be  made  by  them,  and  they 
themselves  will  then  take  the  respon- 
sibility or  criticism  without  the  inter- 
ference of  others. 

The  Initiative  and  Referendum,  we 
heartily  approve  of,  but  that  bill 
should  be  introduced  by  the  Initiative 
and  Referendum  Leagiie,  under  their 
name,  but  strongly  supported  by  or- 
ganized labor. 

The  54-Hour  Bill:  this  bill  we  heart- 
ily approve  of  and  endorse,  but  it 
should  be  introduced  and  fathered  by 
the  Textile  Workers  of  the  Common- 
wealth, so  that  if  in  the  future  any- 
body submits  changes  or  alterations, 
they  must  be  approved  of  by  the  Tex- 
tile Workers,  and  must  come  from  or 
through  them.  Then  the  responsibil- 
ity falls  on  those  whose  conditions 
the  bill  is  aiming  to  improve. 

The  Street  Carmen's  Bill.  That  bill 
is  deserving  of  as  much  interest  as 
any  bill  herein  named  by  me.  They 
introduce  their  own  bill,  but  we  must 
loyally  support  it  and  bring  about  the 
results  for  them  who  are  trying  to 
shorten  the  hours  of  labor  of  their 
craft.  They  should  father  their  own 
bill,  backed  up  by  this  organization, 
but  if  alterations  are  to  be  made  thev 
must  come  from  the  craft  directly 
concerned. 

I  urge  you  delegates  to  approve  this 
part  of  my  report  and  keep  the  Mas- 
sachusetts    State    Branch,     American 
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Federation  of  Labor,  free  from  fac- 
tions and  feelings  and  make  us  loyal 
to  bills  which  benefit  not  only  the 
organized  wage  earner,  but  the  unor- 
ganized wage  earner  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

If  this  convention  orders  the  Mas- 
sachusetts State  Branch  to  present  a 
bill  under  its  name,  why  should  any 
man  alter  that  bill,  or  any  bill,  with- 
out the  approval  of  our  Legislative 
Committee  so  that  the  Committee  will 
be  responsible  for  the  action  of  the 
legislation  that  we  are  fighting  for. 
I  make  these  recommendations  on 
legislation  because  I  believe  that  these 
five  bills  which  take  in  everyone  are 
not  ample  enough  to  bring  about  bet- 
ter results  not  only  to  these  bills  but 
give  stronger  support  to  the  other  bills 
herein  named  which  confine  them- 
selves to  one  craft  or  one  trade.  But 
all  are  deserving  of  the  loyal  and  unit- 
ed support  of  organized  labor  of  the 
commonwealth. 

COMPENSATION 

The  subject  of  Compensation  is  one 
of  great  interest  at  the  present  time. 
At  the  last  legislature  the  outcbme  of 
the  Compensation  Bill  was  the  crea- 
tion of  a  Commission  which  is  now 
hearing  upon  this  important  subject. 
While  we  have  asked  the  Commission 
to  come  to  this  convention  and  meet 
the  delegates  of  the  various  unions,  I 
urge  you  delegates  to  leave  this  ques- 
tion of  Compensation  while  these  hear- 
ings are  going  on  either  in  the  hands 
of  the  Legislative  Committee  or  the 
Executive  Board,  so  that  if  any  good 
comes  from  the  appointment  of  a 
Commission  it  will  keep  organized  la- 
bor in  a  position  where  we  may  be  able 
to  accomplish  the  bill  which  has  been 
approved  by  our  past  annual  conven- 
tion. And  if  the  Commission  hasn't 
sufficient  time  to  bring  about  results 
on  this  important  question,  I  think  it 
would  be  wise  to  go  to  the  next  legis- 
lature and  ask  that  the  Commission 
continue  for  another  year.  We  want 
the  right  kind  of  compensation.  We 
want  happiness;  we  don't  want  pov- 
erty. 

We  want  the  sufferer  to  receive  jus- 
tice. Oh,  may  the  Commission  bring 
credit  to  this  glorious  Commonwealth 
by  the  passing  and  enacting  this  year 
of  the  bill  presented  by  our  organi- 
zation that  would  bring  happiness  to 
the  injured  toilers  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 


COMMISSION   OF  LABOR 

I  recommend  to  the  convention  that 
the  Legislative  Committee  or  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  draft  a  bill  and  present 
it  to  the  legislature,  to  establish  a  de- 
partment, to  be  known  as  the  Com- 
mission of  Labor.  It  will  assist  in 
keeping  in  touch  with  labor  laws,  give 
more  information  to  the  people  of  va- 
rious labor  laws  in  other  states,  and 
enforce  labor  laws;  it  will  interest  us 
in  keeping  industries  in  the  Common- 
wealth and  in  bringing  more  here;  in 
the  assessments  of  taxation  and  water 
rates;  in  this  way  we  may  prohibit 
idleness  and  accomplish  much  good 
for  the  State  by  the  establishment  of 
this  Commission.  We  want  some  labor 
men  appointed  on  that  Commission. 
If  they  have  such  laws  in  other  states 
why  should  we  not  have  them  here? 
I  feel  certain  that  great  good  can  be 
accomplished  by  such  a  department. 

Labor  has  some  interest  as  well  as 
capital.  We  want  our  rights.  We  de- 
mand recognition.  We  must  have  leg- 
islation, we  must  get  it. 

EMPLOYERS 

The  employers  in  the  past,  backed 
up  by  some  employees,  fathered  a  bill 
known  as  "The  Robert  Luce  Bill."  It 
meant  the  destruction  and  doing  away 
with  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration 
and  Conciliation,  and  but  for  the  activ- 
ity of  your  Executive  Board  they 
would  have  made  headway. 

Arbitration  is  a  subject  of  import- 
ance which  I  believe  we  need  and 
must  have;  one  that  is  a  credit  and 
success  to  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  interference  of  politics  and  poli- 
ticians must  be  stopped;  we  must 
keep  the  position  of  the  State  Boai  d 
of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  clean 
and  free. 

Your  Committee  on  Legislative  Mat- 
ters will  make  a  report  to  your  con- 
vention which  I  know  will  be  of  in- 
terest to  organized  labor.  I  want  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  delegates  to 
a  bill  introduced  by  a  member  of  the 
legislature  from  Haverhill,  and  which 
received  the  support  of  organized  la- 
bor and  is  now  a  law.  I  feel  that 
copies  of  it  should  be  printed  and 
mailed  to  every  union  in  the  State. 
The  law  is  as  follows: 

"Chapter  445.  An  act  to  regulate 
Advertisements    and    Solicitations   for 
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Employees  during  Strikes,  Loclvouts  or 
Other  Labor   Disputes. 

"Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 
"Section  1.  If  any  employer  during 
the  continuance  of  a  strike  among 
his  employees,  or  during  the  continu- 
ance of  a  lockout  or  other  labor 
trouble  among  his  employees,  publicly 
advertises  in  newspapers,  or  by  post- 
ers, or  otherwise,  for  employees,  or 
by  himself  or  his  agents  solicits  per- 
sons to  work  for  him  to  fill  the  places 
of  strikers,  he  shall  plainly  and  ex- 
plicitly mention  in  such  advertisement 
or  oral  or  written  solicitations  '.hat 
a  strike,  lockout  or  other  labor  dis- 
turbance exists. 

"Section  2.  If  any  person,  firm,  as- 
sociation or  corporation  violates  any 
provision  of  this  act,  he  or  she  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
One  Hundred  Dollars  for  each  offent;e.' 

CONCLUSION 

This  year,  as  in  years  past,  circu- 
lars have  been  sent  out  by  me  in  the 
interest  of  the  trade  union  movement, 
and  I  have  tried  to  fill  my  position  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  without  fear  or 
favor,  backing  up  the  action  of  every 
convention.  I  have  served  on  many 
important  questions  for  many  unions, 
and  have  met  with  magnificent  suc- 
cess on  some,  and  with  others  per- 
haps with  not  as  much  success  as  I 
should  have  liked  to  have  had.  1 
have  worked  hard  to  build  up  this  or- 
ganization and  have  ever  been  ready 
day  or  night  to  work  and  advance  the 
interests  of  organized  labor. 

I  have  tried  hard  to  keep  up  with 
the  correspondence  of  this  office,  no 
matter  how  small  the  letter  might  be. 

I  feel  in  the  work  that  I  have  ac- 
complished in  the  interest  of  your  or- 
ganization that  in  maintaining  its  good 
name  I  have  done  my  duty,  and  I  feel 
this  year,  as  I  have  said  in  my  past 
report,  that  you  have  the  best  State 
organization  chartered  under  the 
American     Federation     of     Labor,     in 


backing  up  their  constitution  and  giv- 
ing no  encouragement  to  seceding  or 
dual  organizations. 

I  have  ever  been  ready  when  crlled 
upon  to  give  my  voice  or  advice  in  the 
cause  of  labor.  If  I  have  failed  to  ac- 
complish any  matter,  it  has  not  been 
from  any  feeling  of  neglect,  and  I  trust 
if  anything  has  been  left  undone  in 
my  office  that  it  was  not  from  neglect, 
and  that  it  may  be  overlooked.  1 
know  I  have  taken  up  much  of  your 
valuable  time  with  my  report,  but  1 
feel  I  have  dealt  with  matters  plainly 
which  are  of  Interest  to  you  and  oui 
cause. 

Words  of  mine  fail  to  express  the 
feeling  of  friendship  and  thanks  which 
I  extend  not  only  to  you,  but  to  the 
officers  of  your  organization  and  to 
some  who  are  not  here,  for  their  kind- 
ness, assistance  and  encouragement 
to  me. 

I  want  to  thank  the  press  and  peo- 
ple for  their  interest  in  me  and  hope 
that  the  good  work  in  the  cause  cf 
labor  will  continue  in  sunshine  or 
darkness,  and  that  it  will  be  a  benefit 
to  all. 

With  my  best  wishes  for  the  future 
success  of  you,  my  brother  delegates, 
and  the  organizations  you  represent, 
and  for  the  success  and  welfare  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch,  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor,  I  am,  f.

MONDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 


Convention  called  to  order  at  2.15 
P.  M.     President  Durnin  in  the  chair. 

Roll  call  of  delegates,  badges  and 
tickets   for   theatre   party   distributed. 

Delegate  George  H.  IMiller  of  the 
Credential  Committee  reported  for 
that  committee  and  recommended  that 


the  following  delegates  be  seated: 
John  B.  Potts  and  Charles  J.  Galla- 
gher, Carpenters  33.  of  Boston:  Pat- 
rick ]\IcCusker  and  Patrick  Griffin, 
Coal  Teamsters  68,  of  Boston;  Charles 
E  O'Donnell  and  Cris  ^lallen  of  Bar- 
bers 182,  of  Boston;   Francis  W.  Far- 
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rell.  Bartenders  116,  of  Chicopee; 
Thomas  O'Neil,  Painters  2  5  3,  of  Hol- 
yoke;  John  Smallridge,  Horseshoers 
31,  of  Worcester.  Moved  and  second- 
ed that  report  be  accepted.  Delegates 
seated.     Carried. 

Roll  call  of  officers,  all  present. 

Minutes  of  morning  session  were 
read  and  adopted. 

Communication  from  Rhode  Island 
State  Federation  of  Labor  read  by  Sec- 
retary Drisccll. 

Secretary  Driscoll  moved  that  cre- 
dential of  Fraternal  Delegate  Samuex 
R.  Macready  of  Rhode  Island  State 
Federation  of  Labor  be  accepted  and 
lie  be  seated  as  a  fraternal  delegate  to 
the  convention.     Carried. 

Motion  by  Delegate  Potts  that  we 
proceed  with  the  regular  order  of  busi- 
ness.    Carried. 

John  Weaver  Sherman  of  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  submitted  his  report, 
which  was  referred  to  Committee  on 
Legislative  Committee's  report.  The 
report  follows: 

LEGISLATIVE     COMMITTEE'S     RE- 
PORT 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  P. 
of  L.:  — 

We,  your  Legislative  Committee,  re- 
spectfully report  that  five  of  the  seven 
bills  proposed  by  the  instructions  of 
the  last  convention  to  the  Legislature 
of  1910  received  favorable  reports 
from  committees  and  on  one  a  substi- 
tute was  reported.  Close  votes  were 
secured  on  all  the  bills,  but  unfortu- 
nately not  enough  to  pass  any  one 
of  them. 

The  pernicious  influences  opposed 
to  labor  were  compelled  to  fight  hard- 
er and  spend  more  money  than  ever 
before.  There  were  roll  calls  on  all 
our  measures  which  show  the  good 
votes  obtained  but  which  do  not  show 
the  desperate  measures  resorted  to  in 
critical  times  to  defeat  them.  Hun- 
dreds of  telegrams  were  sent  to  legis- 
lators just  as  they  were  about  to  vote 
on  labor  measures  while  perfect  clouds 
of  resolutions  came  from  employers' 
organizations  in  opposition  to  labor 
l)ills. 

The  bill  to  make  enforceable  the 
eight-hour  law  was  sent  to  Governor 
Draper  with  satisfactory  majorities  on 
every  stage.  From  him  it  met  its  ex- 
pected fate — a  veto.  Nothing  else 
could  be  expected  of  a  man  who  be- 
lieves in  running  the  state  as  he  does 


his  private  business,  on  a  strictly  non- 
union basis.  He  has  frankly  taken  the 
position  that  he  knows  better  what 
the  people  want  than  do  the  people 
and  their  representatives  in  the  legis- 
lature. It  seems  incredible  that  any 
worker  should  ever  again  vote  for 
Draper   under   these    circumstances. 

But  autocratic  master  that  he  has 
asserted  himself.  Governor  Draper  has 
scarcely  exceeded  in  his  betrayal  of 
the  interests  of  the  majority  of  the 
people  the  bad  eminence  attained  by 
President  Treadway  of  the  Senate. 
President  Treadway  voted  twice  dur- 
ing the  session  on  both  occasions  to 
make  a  tie  and  defeat  the  54-hour  bill 
reducing  the  hours  of  labor  of  women 
and  children  to  54  a  week.  If  public 
opinion  counts  for  anything  it  should 
be  strong  enough  to  drive  such  a  man 
forever  from  public  office. 

Our  bill  for  direct  legislation,  the 
initiative  and  the  referendum,  was  lost 
in  the  lower  house,  102  noes  to  112 
yeas.  Being  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  it  required  a  two-thirds 
vote. 

The  anti-injunction  bill  was  defeat- 
ed in  the  House  by  six  votes,  108  to 
114.  Senator  Tinkham  substituted  for 
it  a  mild  bill  of  some  merit,  which  was 
later  called  the  "peaceful  persuasion 
bill."  This  bill  passed  the  Senate  but 
was  lost  in  the  House  7  9  to  117. 

The  picketing  bill  was  lost  in  the 
Senate  after  coming  from  the  commit- 
tee with  a  favorable  report. 

The  bill  to  make  legal  the  fining  of 
strike-breaking  union  members  was 
reported  favorably,  passed  the  Senate 
and  was  defeated  in  the  lower  house, 
May  2  5,  after  a  long  struggle  involv- 
ing three  roll  calls. 

No  way  to"  prevent  the  passage  of 
a  workman's  compensation  act  could 
be  devised  by  our  enemies  except  to 
sidetrack  it  to  a  commission  for  fur- 
ther "consideration."  This  was  hasti- 
ly done  in  the  last  few  days  of  the 
session  and  Governor  Draper  again 
showed  his  great  love  for  the  masses 
by  appointing  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mission James  A.  Lowell,  attorney  for 
an  accident  insurance  company,  who 
has  annually  appeared  at  the  State 
House  in  opposition  to  the  measure. 

The  Legislative  Committee  appeared 
at  the  hearings  in  behalf  of  all  other 
labor  bills,  including  the  barbers' 
license  bill,  bills  for  the  initiative  and 
referendum  in  cities,  the  bill  provid- 
ing for  a  commission  to  consider  the 
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whole  subject  of  the  inspection  of  fac- 
tories, woiicshops  and  mercantile  es- 
tablishments, the  homestead  bill,  bill 
regarding  liens  for  labor,  the  feeding 
of  school  children^  the  seamen's  bill 
regarding  the  leaving  of  ships  in  port, 
the  bill  providing  that  in  advertise- 
ments during  strikes  and  lockouts  that 
conditions  should  be  stated,  and  a 
number  of  others,  including  the  bill 
providing  for  9  hours  in  11  for  street 
car  men.  It  also  appeared  against  the 
passage  of  the  so-called  Luce  bill. 

The  street  car  men  made  a  strong 
fight  for  their  bill,  the  9  hours  in  11, 
in  which  the  Legislative  Committee 
assisted  as  much  as  possible.  It  was 
rejected  without  a  vote  in  the  Senate 
and  reconsideration  failed  13  to  17. 

Never  has  there  been  a  better  ex- 
ample of  the  solidarity  of  labor  than 
was  brought  about  by  the  fight  against 
the  Luce  bill.  The  menace  of  this  bill 
was  plainly  seen,  proposing  as  it  did 
to  hamper  if  not  abolish  the  right  to 
strike.  The  executive  board  of  the 
State  Branch  promptly  acted  and  after 
^  hearing  Mr.  Luce  referred  the  matter 
to  a  special  committee  and  later  called 
a  meeting  to  represent  all  the  organ- 
izations in  the  state,  including  the  big 
railroad  brotherhoods. 

This  meeting  having  in  mind  the 
claim  of  the  friends  of  the  Luce  bill 
that  publicity  was  what  was  chiefly 
desired,  unanimously  voted  to  oppose 
the  Luce  bill  and  the  somewhat  simi- 
lar Hugo  bill  to  the  end  and  favored  a 
substitute  which  by  a  simple  amend- 
ment of  the  present  law  would  furnish 
all  possible  publicity. 

The  meeting  then  referred  the  mat- 
ter to  the  Legislative  Committee.  At 
the  seven  long  hearings  on  these 
measures  fully  2  50  representatives  of 
labor  organizations  appeared  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  Luce  and  Hugo  bills.  In 
addition  to  them  a  number  of  public 
spirited  citizens  who  are  not  mem- 
bers of  trade  unions  stx'ongly  opposed 
these  measures. 

The  Legislative  Committee  also  in- 
duced a  number  of  outsiders  to  give 
valuable  assistance  in  support  of  posi- 
tive labor  measures,  particularly  the 
compensation  and  initiative  and  ref- 
erendum bills. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  members  from  the  agri- 
cultural districts  were  almost  invari- 
ably lined  up  against  labor  measures. 
This  is  a  very  important  matter  and 
should  be  taken  up  strongly  with  the 


grangers  and  other  representatives  of 
the  agriculturists.  There  can  be  little 
reason  for  doubt  of  what  the  answer 
will  be  when  the  fact  is  intelligently 
presented  to  the  farmers  that  their 
interests  as  producers  are  with  the 
wage  workers. 

The  national  body  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
has  already  seen  the  desirability  of 
co-operation  with  the  farmers  unions 
and  some  of  the  State  Branches  have 
also  profited  in  the  same  way.  A  not- 
able instance  is  Wisconsin  and  more 
recently  Arkansas.  In  Arkansas  the 
State  Branch  and  the  farmers  organ- 
izations after  several  years  fighting 
put  an  initiative  and  referendum  bill 
through  the  legislature  almost  unan- 
imously and  it  is  reported  as  having 
been  adopted  by  the  people  in  Sep- 
tember. The  importance  of  this  fun- 
damental measure  for  which  we  have 
so  long  struggled  cannot  be  overesti- 
mated. As  our  Arkansas  brethren  de- 
clare, "with  this  measure  the  people 
can  be  self-governing,  without  it  they 
cannot." 

No  one  thing  aided  the  committee 
more  in  its  work  or  caused  more  favora- 
ble comment  both  inside  and  outside 
the  organization  than  the  issuing  of  a 
small  pamphlet  which  briefly  explain- 
ed the  seven  bills  proposed  by  the 
State  Branch,  and  told  why  we  de- 
sired their  passage  and  what  we  an- 
ticipated would  be  accomplished  by 
them.  We  believe  that  the  incoming 
Legislative  Committee  can  do  no  bet- 
ter work  than  to  issue  a  substantial 
edition  of  a  similar  pamphlet.  The 
outside  public  cannot  have  intelligent 
sympathy  for  the  measures  desired 
by  organized  labor  unless  it  under- 
stands the  propositions  contained  in 
them,  the  evils  which  they  propose  to 
remedy  and  the  fact,  which  it  is  easy 
to  demonstrate,  that  our  labor  laws 
are  many  years  behind  the  times  as 
compared  with  those  of  England  and 
other  European  countries. 

The  committee  urged  the  commis- 
sion Avhich  is  to  report  a  bill  on  work- 
men's compensation,  and  the  one 
which  is  considering  the  adjustment 
of  the  much  tangled  laws  relating  to 
the  inspection  of  workshops,  facto- 
ries and  mercantile  establishments  to 
give  public  hearings  in  the  evening  to 
enable  those  connected  with  labor  or- 
ganizations the  opportunity  to  be  pres- 
ent. Such  a  hearing  was  given  in  Bos- 
ton on  the  compensation  matter.  Sept. 
29.     Hearings    on   the   inspection    of 
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working  places  will  be  given  on  the 
afternoon  and  evening  of  Oct.  27  and 
28.  This  is  a  matter  of  much  import- 
ance to  every  worker,  particularly 
those  who  work  indoors,  and  the  com- 
mittee hopes  that  there  will  be  a  large 
attendance  at  the  hearings,  both  in 
Boston  and  at  other  places  throughout 
the  state  where  the  commission  pro- 
poses to  go  in  order  to  more  readily 
accommodate  the  people. 

The  members  of  the  committee  re- 
ceived as  compensation  $243,  of 
which  the  chairman  received  $50, 
Brother  Henry  Sterling  $120,  and 
Brother  Thomas  J.  Reagan  $73. 

The  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  incoming  Legislative 
Committee  to  be  instructed  as  soon  as 
may  be  after  adjournment  of  this  con- 
vention to  prepare  and  distribute  as 
widely  as  may  be  a  pamphlet  regard- 
ing the  measures  to  be  introduced  in 
the  legislature  of  1911,  similar  to  the 
"Seven  Labor  Measures"  issued  this 
year. 

2.  That  the  incoming  Legislative 
Committee  be  instructed  to  make  spe- 
cial efforts  to  get  in  closer  touch  with 
the  agricultural  organizations. 

3.  That  bills  covering  the  same  sub- 
jects as  were  introduced  last  j^ear  be 
re-introduced  and  supported  next  year. 

4.  That  bills  on  injunction  matters 
include  peaceful  persuasion  and  one 
on  trial  by  jury  in  addition  to  our 
regular  injunction  bill,  the  picketing 
bill  and  the  fines  bill. 

5.  That  the  street  car  men's  bill 
providing  for  9  hours'  work  within  11 
hours  in  a  day  be  added  to  the  list. 

6.  That  both  phases  of  the  initiative 
and  referendum  be  covered  by  intro- 
ducing the  public  opinion  bill  and  an 
effective  bill  along  the  lines  of  our 
bill  of  this  year.  The  present  direct 
legislation  bill  is  defective  in  some 
minor  points  and  we  recommend  that 
the  Legislative   Committee  amend   it. 

This  would  make  the  legislative 
program  for  1911  consist  of  the  fol- 
lowing: 

8 -Hour  bill. 

54-Hour  bill. 

9  Hours  in  11  bill. 

The  injunction  bills. 

Workmen's   compensation. 

The  initiative  and  referendum. 

We  believe  also  that  the  convention 
should  re-indorse  and  support  the 
homestead  bill  so  valiantly  fought  for 
by  the  late  lamented  James  H.  Mellen.   ^ 

In   conclusion  we  desire  to  repeat^y 


and  emphasize  the  excellent  advice  re- 
garding legislation  given  to  the  dele- 
gates to  the  State  Branch  convention 
in  Lowell  in  1908  by  Secretary-Treas- 
urer Di'iscoll,  when  he  said:  "I  say  to 
the  trade  unionists  gathered  here  that 
we  must  keep  our  men  at  the  State 
House  consulting  with  every  member 
of  the  legislature,  both  House  and 
Senate,  so  that  they  cannot  say  that 
they  were  not  requested  to  vote  in  our 
interest.  This,  however,  cannot  be 
done  with  hot  air;  it  cannot  be  done 
with  ill  feeling  toward  each  other.  It 
cannot  be  done  in  the  interest  of  any 
political  party  affiliation  nor  the  boom- 
ing of  any  political  organization."

Fraternal  Delegate  Samuel  R.  Ma- 
cready  of  Rhode  Island  State  Branch, 
A.  F.  of  L.,  was  presented  to  the  dele- 
gates by  President  Durnin  and  ad- 
dressed the  convention  at  length.  He 
said  in  part: 

i\lr.  President  and  Officers  and  Dele- 
gates: 

I  consider  it  personally  somewhat  of 
an  honor  to  appear  before  you  as  a 
fiaternal  delegate  from  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  and  I  am  more  pleased 
in  connection  with  this  to  stand  on 
Massachusetts  soil  in  the  center  of 
a  great  Commonwealth,  where  men 
and  women  of  apparently  common 
sense,  the  toilers  of  that  great  Com- 
monwealth, have  assembled  to  deter- 
mine ways  and  means  whereby  they 
may  better  their  fellow. 

You  do  business  a  little  different 
here  than  what  we  do  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, and  you  have  cause  for  doing  it 
that  way.  You  are  a  remarkable  body 
of  men  and  women.  You  have  a  great 
expanse  of  country  to  cover;  you  have 
a  great  many  organizations  to  look 
after,  and  the  various   interests  that 


call  you  here  demand  that  you  do  busi- 
ness different  from  the  way  we  do  it. 

Now,  you  have  got  in  connection 
with  us  an  awful  responsibility;  geo- 
graphically, we  are  near  neighbors. 
Your  legislative  power  ought  to  be  in 
unison  with  us,  or  we  ought  to  be  fol- 
lowing you.  Let  me  tell  you  some- 
thing. We  have  a  senator  in  Rhode 
Island,  who  is  considered  above  the 
average.  When  anything  is  wanted 
from  the  labor  party  he  sits  down  at 
his  desk  and  writes  to  one  of  your 
favorite  senators  and  finds  out  if  there 
is  anything  on  foot  in  Massachusetts, 
because  they  are  waiting  for  Massa- 
chusetts to  move.  I  am  pleased  with 
much  of  your  legislation  in  Massachu- 
setts. I  am  pleased,  as  is  the  Branch 
to  which  I  belong,  with  your  energy 
and  efforts,  and  in  connection  with  the 
State  of  Ohio,  today  are  urging  the 
efforts  of  the  auxiliary.  Your  wife, 
your  daughter,  your  mother,  must  be 
brought  into  line  in  the  labor  organiza- 
tion of  our  two  commonwealths  before 
New  England  can  get  very  far  ad- 
vanced. We  in  Rhode  Island  under- 
stand the  influence  of  women,  the 
church  understands  the  influence  of 
women,  and  we  must  in  this  great 
cause  of  ours  not  dare  to  run  this 
alone,  hazardous  as  it  is  possible  to 
be;  and  if  we  could  bring  our  wives 
to  understand  that  we  are  respectable, 
that  we  are  not  hoodlums,  that  we  do 
not  visit  the  barroom  unnecessarily, 
that  we  do  not  do  these  things  that  to 
her  might  possibly  bring  disrepute,  oh! 
what  an  ornament  we  could  have  if 
we  could  see  the  mothers  of  the  labor 
men,  the  wives  of  the  labor  men  and 
the  daughter,  united  in  the  interest  of 
the  home,  in  the  interest  of  the  father, 
in  the  interest  of  the  toiler  generally. 

The  time  is  coming  when  by  your 
united  effort,  by  your  energy,  and  in 
your  enthusiasm,  by  your  devotion  to 
principle,  by  all  that  makes  a  man  a 
thorough  man,  we  shall  flaunt  the  ban- 
ner of  victory  in  every  hamlet,  in 
every  city,  in  every  town  in  this  be- 
loved country,  if  we  are  faithful  to 
ourselves. 

We  extend  to  you  today  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  and  hope  your  de- 
liberations may  prove  beneficial  to 
yourselves,  to  the  great  commonwealth 
you  represent,  and  the  central  bodies 
that  make  it  up. 

I  thank  you  for  your  kindness  to 
me. 

On  motion  by  Delegate  Nolan  a  ris- 
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ing  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  Dele- 
gate IMacready. 

Upon  motion  the  privilege  of  the 
floor  was  granted  to  Julius  Freedman 
of  the  United  Cloth  Hat  and  Cap  Mak- 
ers, and  Bernard  Abrams  of  the  Unit- 
ed Garment  Workers  of  America.

Whereas,  This  fact  is  not  well  un- 
derstood among  bakers  and  as  our  In- 
ternational Union  is  not  in  a  position 
at  this  time  and  the  future  shows  no 
brilliant  possibility,  of  their  being  ex- 
perienced and  competent  organizers 
placed  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
for  our  craft;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Local  request 
that  this  State  Branch  Convention 
shall  appoint  a  special  Committee  of 
three,  who  shall  endeavor  to  organize 
the  Bakers  of  Massachusetts;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  special  commit- 
tee shall  at  the  same  time  meet  and 
devise  ways  and  means  for  the  bet- 
terment of  the  Bakers'  conditions  as 
regards  hours  of  labor,  duration  '/« 
hours  of  labor  and  contitions  of  labor;"

REPORT      OF      THE      EXECUTIVE 
COUNCIL,    1909-10. 

Your  Executive  Council  had  ten 
meetings  during  tne  past  year.  Many 
questions  were  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Council  which  received  their  care- 
ful consideration. 

Organizer  Stuart  Reed  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  and  John 
Golden,  president  of  the  Textile  Work- 
ers International  Union,  called  upon 
the  Executive  Board  to  take  action  in 
reference  to  the  local  Textile  Workers 
Union  of  that  city,  some  of  them  not 
affiliated  with  the  Textile  Workers  In- 
ternational Union  but  maintaining 
affiliation  with  the  New  Bedford  Cen- 
tral Labor  Union. 

A  committee  consisting  of  President 
Durnin,  Vice-Presidents  Wall  and  Pow- 
ers, took  up  this  matter  with  the  New 
Bedford  Central  Labor  Union.  The 
local  union  of  Textile  Workers  with- 
drew from  the  New  Bedford  Central 
Labor  Union  and  the  Central  Labor 
Union  of  that  city  holds  a  charter  di- 
rect from  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

Many  of  the  resolutions  referred  to 
the  Executive  Board  at  the  last  Con- 
vention, sub-committees  of  the  various 
officers    were    assigned    to    take    up 


these  matters.  The  resolution  of  th© 
Bakers  of  Sjiringfield  introduced  at 
the  last  Convention  was  taken  up  by 
President  Durnin  and  the  Executive- 
Board  recommends  on  this  subject 
that  it  be  taken  uj)  with  the  Spring- 
field Central  Labor  Union  for  final 
action. 

Your  Executive  Council  took  up  the 
grievances  existing  between  the  Brew- 
ery Workers  and  the  Painters  Unioa 
of  Worcester,  which  brought  repre- 
sentatives of  both  unions  together, 
Secretary  Driscoll  called  the  atten- 
tion of  both  International  Unions  to 
the  matter  which  brought  about  a  set- 
tlement agreeable  to  both. 

The  bill  introduced  by  Myron  Pierce 
and  Robert  Luce,  and  one  of  the  same 
nature  by  George  B.  Hugo,  striving  to 
take  away  the  rights  of  trade  unions 
to  strike,  and  endeavoring  to  bring 
about  an  act  of  compulsory  arbitration 
were  taken  up  by  the  Board,  and  Rob- 
ert Luce  was  extended  an  invitation 
to  appear  before  the  Executive  Board,, 
which  was  accepted,  and  after  many 
hours  of  discussion  with  him  on  the 
subject  it  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee. 

A  meeting  was  held  of  representa- 
tives of  organized  labor  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  was  referred  to  them  for 
action.  We  recommended  the  defeat 
of  the  Robert  Luce  and  George  B. 
Hugo  Bill  and  offered  an  amendment 
giving  more  power  to  the  State  Board 
of  Arbitration.  Your  Executive  Coun- 
cil believes  that  the  Employers  Asso- 
ciation were  behind  this  Bill  and  were 
endeavoring  to  have  legislation  of  that 
nature  enacted  in  this  State. 

Meetings  before  the  Committee  of 
the  Legislature  on  that  subject,  or- 
ganized labor  was  well  represented 
and  through  such  work  brought  about 
the  defeat  of  that  legislation. 

The  committee  to  whom  this  subject 
was  referred  by  the  Executive  Board 
for  investigation  consisted  of  Frank 
H.  McCarthy,  organizer  of  the  A.  F.  of 
L.,  D.  D.  Driscoll,  Secretary-Treasurer 
of  the  State  Branch,  John  Weaver 
Sherman.  Chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee.  John  Potts,  Business 
Agent  of  Carpenters  Union  3  3.  J.  C. 
McDonald,  Business  Agent  of  the  Ele- 
vator Constructors,  and  Arthur  Hud- 
dell,  Business  Agent  of  the  Building 
Trades  Department  of  Boston. 

Your  Executive  Board  feels  that  na 
other    Bill    pertaining    to    the    Eight-- 
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Hour  Law  should  be  introduced  by  any 
reformers  or  philanthropists  that 
would  interfere  v/ith  the  Eight-Hour 
Bill  introduced  by  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch. 

Your  Executive  Board  instructed 
Secretary  Driscoll  to  correspond  with 
the  Child  Labor  Commission  and  re- 
quest them  not  to  present  the  Eight- 
Hour  Bill  which  they  had  under  con- 
sideration. 

Your  Executive  Council  recommends 
that  a  meeting  should  be  arranged 
with  the  Commission  on  Compensa- 
tion to  give  a  three  days'  session  and 
that  an  invitation  be  extended  re- 
questing the  Local  Unions  to  select  a 
representative  to  attend  the  hearing 
and  lay  the  whole  subject  of  compen- 
sation before  them  while  in  session. 
Your  Executive  Board  further  rec- 
ommends an  addition  to  the  Constitu- 
tion as  follows:  All  work  on  legisla- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch  of  the  A.  P.  of  L.  shall  be  car- 
ried on  and  under  the  orders  of  the 
Executive  Board  as  laid  down  by  the 
'Convention.

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  President  carried  out  the 
wishes  of  the  last  convention  in  re- 
gard to  the  54-Hour  Bill. 

The  delegates  are  requested  to  take 
particular  notice  of  that  part  of  the 
President's  report  relative  to  the 
Union  Label. 


And  your  Committee  recommends 
that  the  delegates  report  back  to  their 
Locals  to  the  necessity  of  demanding 
the  Label  on  all  goods  they  purchase. 

That  part  of  President's  and  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer's report  pertaining  to 
different  bills  to  be  introduced  to  the 
Legislature,  the  Committee  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Legislative  Com- 
mittee's  report. 

On  that  part  of  Secretary-Treasur- 
er's report  pertaining  to  the  License 
Question,  the  Committee  recommend 
that  we  reaffirm  the  action  on  resolu- 
tion unanimously  adopted  at  the  last 
convention,  which  was  Resolution  No. 
39. 

The  part  of  Secretary-Treasurer's  re- 
port where  he  recommends  that  a  bill 
be  introduced  to  the  legislature  to  es- 
tablish a  department  to  be  known  as 
the  Commission  of  Labor,  the  commit- 
tee recommends  that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Board. 

The  attention  of  the  delegates  is 
called  to  the  part  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer's  report  pertaining  to  Pro- 
bation. The  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Convention  take  the  matter 
up  so  as  to  give  Delegate  Driscoll  a 
chance  to  explain  to  the  delegates. 

On  that  part  of  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer's report  relative  to  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee,  the  Committee  recom- 
mends that  owing  to  the  Executive 
Board  having  to  handle  all  business 
between  conventions  that  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  be  under  their  juris- 
diction.

Whereas,  An  organized  effort  has 
been  made  throughout  the  country  to 
bring  about  absolute  prohibition  of 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  all  malt 
and  spirituous  liquors;    and 

Whereas,  The  success  of  such  a 
movement  would  cause  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  our  fellow  workmen  to 
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be  thrown  out  of  employment,  thus 
adding  to  the  poverty  and  misery  now 
prevailing  among  working  people  with- 
out bringing  any  benefit  whatever  to 
the  people  in  general;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  in  the  Ameri- 
can principle  of  the  broadest  personal 
liberty  in  so  far  as  the  exercise  of  that 
liberty  is  in  keeping  with  law  and 
order  and  good  government;  and 

Whereas,  Statistics  compiled  by  our 
government  show  that  where  prohibi- 
tion is  adopted  the  illicit  manufacture 
of  vile  and  spirituous  compounds  that 
tends  to  breed  dives  and  joints  is 
greatly  increased,  the  existence  of 
which  is  a  menace  to  public  morality 
and  illegitimate  traffic  in  liquor  is  car- 
ried on,  resulting  not  only  in  the  gov- 
ernment being  deprived  of  the  revenue 
to  which  it  is  justly  entitled,  but  in 
addition  thereto  creating  a  demoraliz- 
ing effect  and  contempt  for  all  law; 
and 

Whereas,  We  believe  not  only  in 
true  temperance  but  also  in  the  amend- 
ing   of    evil    conditions    arising    from 


intemperance;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Massachusetta 
State  Branch,  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  in  the  2  4th  Annual  Convention 
in  the  city  of  Holyoke,  October  11-14, 
19  09,  has  hereby  declared  ourselves 
opposed  to  the  adoption  of  prohibition, 
but  in  so  declaring  our  opposition  to 
the  adoption  of  prohibition,  we  wish  it 
clearly  understood  that  we  favor  the 
adoption  of  a  rational  license  and 
regulation  law  rigidly  enforced. 

Adopted  unanimously. 

Delegate  Dullea  moved  that  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Officers  Re- 
port be  taken  up  seriatum.     Carried. 

First  recommendation  of  Committee- 
adopted. 

Second  recommendation  of  Commit- 
tee: Moved  and  seconded  that  the  rec- 
ommendation be  adopted.

Representative  C.  J.  Carmody  of  Wor- 
cester was  given  the  floor  to  explain 
his  position  and  action  of  the  discus- 
sion with  President  Durnin  at  the 
State  House  relative  to  the  5  4-Hour 
Bill. 

Delegate  Halvosa  offered  the  follow- 
ing motion,  which  was  duly  seconded: 

That  the  unfortunate  misunderstand- 
ing regarding  the  advisability  of 
amending  the  54-Hour  Bill  so  as  to 
make  it  become  operative  on  January 
1,  1912,  instead  of  January  1,  1911, 
does  not  affect  the  good  name  or  cast 
any  reflection  upon  either  our  Presi- 
dent, Thomas  J.  Durnin,  or  the  duly 
accredited  representatives  of  the  afiil- 
iated  Textile  Workers'  Union.  Our 
President  merely  followed,  to  the  let- 
ter, the  specific  instructions  given  all 
officers  of  the  State  Branch,  to  stand 
for  the  measures  demanded  as  part  of 
the  legislative  programme  of  this  or- 
ganization. He  had  no  authority  to 
sanction  the  acceptance  of  a  compro- 
mise. The  Textile  Workers,  upon  the 
other  hand,  apparently  had  been  au- 
thorized by  their  Council  to  accept 
the  compromise  in  question,  and  each 
party  therefore  acted  in  good  faith,  ac- 
cording to  the  instructions  given  him 
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or  them  by  their  respective  organiza- 
tions. We  do,  however,  consider  that 
the  action  of  Representative  A.  P. 
Doyle,  in  charging  an  official  of  this 
organization  with  malfeasance  in 
office  through  the  public  press,  is  not 
in  accordance  with  the  principles  of 
trade  unionism.  And  we  also  consider 
that  said  A.  P.  Doyle,  a  member  of  a 
regular  trade  union,  was  in  error  in 
tailing  to  bring  his  grievance  to  the 
proper  tribunal  for  adjudication  in- 
stead of  dealing  with  it  as  he  did. 

Motion  carried  unanimously. 

President  Durnin  in  the  chair. 

Ballots  were  distributed  for  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  and  by  roll  call  of  dele- 
gates, election  of  officers  proceeded. 

International  President  Matthew 
Woll  of  Photo-Engravers'  Union  was 
given  the  privilege  of  the  floor  and 
spoke  on  the  trade  union  movement 
in  general.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LEGIS- 
LATIVE COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  make  the 
following  report: 

1.  We  recommend  that  in  the  fourth 
paragraph  on  Page  1  of  the  Report 
the  word,  "betrayal"  be  changed  to 
"defiance." 

We  approve  the  report  except  that 
we  v/ould  substitute  for  the  recom- 
mendations the  fcllowing: 

2.  That  the  incoming  Legislative 
Committee  be  instructed  as  soon  as 
may  be  after  adjournment  of  this  Con- 
vention to  prepare  and  distribute  as 
widely  as  may  be  a  pamphlet  regard- 
ing the  measures  to  be  introduced  in 
the  Legislature  of  1911,  similar  to  the 
"Seven  Labor  Measures"  issued  this 
year. 

3.  That  the  incoming  Legislative 
Committee  be  instructed  to  make  spe- 
cial effort  to  get  in  closer  touch  with 
the  agricultural  organizations.

5.  We  recommend  as  special  State 
Branch  Bills  the  Anti-Inju-nction  Bill, 
Eight-Hour  Bill,  Peaceful  Picketing

6.  The  Workingmen's  Compensation 
Bill  having  been  referred  to  a  special 
Commission,  we  recommend  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Council  so 
that  in  case  action  should  be  neces- 
sary no  time  will  be  lost.

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Licensing 
of  Barbers. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration shall  engage  in  or  work  at 
the  business  of  barbering  either  as  a 
master  or  employing  barber  or  as  a 
journeyman  barber  unless  he  or  it  has 
received  a  license  or  certificate  there- 
for in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter.  The  word  barber,  as 
used  in  this  chapter,  shall  mean  a 
person  who  shaves,  trims  the  beard, 
cuts  or  dresses  the  hair  of  any  living 
person  for  hire  or  pay  to  the  person 
performing  any  of  such  service. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  board  of 
registration  in  barbering  consisting 
of  three  persons,  residents  of  the  com- 
monwealth, who  shall  have  been  for 
five  years  actively  employed  as  bar- 
Tjers.  Said  board  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  governor.  The  first  appoint- 
ments made  under  this  act  shall  be  for 
one,  two  and  three  years  respectively 
from  the  first  day  of  October  next  and 
thereafter  one  member  thereof  shall 
annually  in  September  be  appointed 
by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of 
three  years  from  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber following. 

Sec.  3.     Said  boards  shall  hold  reg- 


ular meetings  on  the  second  Mondays 
of  February,  June  and  October  of  each 
3^ear,  and  additional  meetings  at  such 
times  and  places  as  it  may  determine. 
At  the  regular  meeting  in  October  it 
shall  organize  by  the  choice  of  a  chair- 
man and  secretary,  who  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  the  term 
of  one  year. 

Sec.  4.  Each  member  of  the  board 
shall  receive  five  dollars  for  every  day 
actually  spent  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  and  the  amount  actually 
paid  by  him,  not  exceeding  three 
cents  a  mile  each  way  for  necessary 
travelling  expenses  in  attending  the 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  bills  for 
such  compensation  and  incidental 
traveling  expenses  shall  be  approved 
by  the  board  and  paid  by  the  com- 
monwealth. So  much  from  the  re- 
ceipts from  licenses  issued  under  this 
act  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  com- 
pensation and  expenses  of  the  board 
may,  in  addition  to  any  amount  aumor- 
ized  by  the  general  court,  be  used  for 
such  purposes. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  shall  keep  a  rec- 
ord of  the  names  of  all  persons  exam- 
ined and  registered  hereunder  and  of 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by 
it  and  said  board  shall  annually,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
make  a  report  of  its  proceedings  to 
the  governor  and  council.  All  money 
received  by  the  board  shall  be  paid 
monthly  by  its  secretary  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  commonwealth. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  desiring  to  prac- 
tice or  engage  in  the  occupation  of 
barbering  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee 
of  one  dollar,  may  be  examined  by 
said  board  with  reference  to  his  prac- 
tical knowledge  and  skill  in  barbering; 
and  if  upon  his  examination  he  is 
found  to  possess  the  requisite  qualifi- 
cations, the  board  shall  issue  a  cer- 
tificate signed  by  its  chairman  and 
secretary  which  shall  be  a  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  right  of  the  holder 
to  engage  in  the  occupation  of  a  bar- 
ber in  this  commonwealth.  Such  cer- 
tificate shall  be  posted  conspicuously 
in  the  place  where  the  holder  there- 
of is  employed  or  where  he  conducts 
his  business  so  that  it  shall  be  in 
plain  view  of  his  or  his  employers' 
customers.  And  after  October  one, 
nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  the  fee  for 
such  examination  and  certificate  shall 
be  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  Whoever,  not  being  regis- 
tered as  aforesaid  engages  in  or  works 
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at  barbering  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage.

law  giving  humane  hours  in  their  tedi- 
ous toil,  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  law  on  those 
books  now  that  saj^s  the  hours  of 
Street  Railway  Men  shall  be  ten  (10) 
hours  per  day  to  be  completed  within 
twelve   (12)   consecutive  hours,  and 

Whereas,  This  law  works  unnecessa- 
ry hardship  on  us  because  of  the  un- 
equal division  of  hours  between  the 
day  and  night  shifts,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a  fact  that  the  ten- 
hour  law  is  impractical  and  impossi- 
ble for  the  reason  that  cars  do  not 
operate  twenty  hours  per  day.  We 
also  realize  that  the  eight-hour  day, 
which  is  the  inevitable  work  day  for 
all  laboring  people,  is  impractical  in 
our  business.  But  with  a  view  to  the 
rights  of  the  travelling  public,  the  em- 
ployer and  employee,  we  beg  you  to 
pass  the  present  bill  of  nine  hours  in 
justice  to  all. 

As  it  is  a  well  known  and  undis- 
puted fact  that  about  9  5  %  of  the  cars 
in  this  state  operate  on  an  eighteen 
hour  basis,  nine  hours  is  the  only 
logical  work  day;  this  would  equalize 
two  shifts,  giving  humane  hours  and 


assisting  iii   the  making  of  all  sched- 
ules. 

We  wish  to  draw  your  attention  ta 
a  few  of  the  many  diseases  with  which 
Street  Railway  Men  are  afflicted,  due 
to  the  long  hours  of  labor,  namely: 
Varicose  veins,  broken  arches,  kidney 
and  stomach  troubles,  due  to  the  con- 
stant jar  received  on  the  car  without 
proper  rest,  as  inflicted  by  the  pres- 
ent law. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  that  it  is  un- 
necessary to  call  to  your  attention 
that  the  cars  used  at  the  time  the 
present  law  went  into  effect  have 
been  replaced  by  cars  four  times  the 
carrying  capacity,  and  the  speed  has 
increased  in  equal  proportion,  and  the 
population  having  increased,  makes 
necessary  extra  congestion  in  the 
streets,  not  mentioning  the  automo- 
bile;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,   That  this  be  one  of  the 
State    Branch    bills    for    the    ensuing, 
year.

RESOLUTION   NO.    21 

Whereas,  On  January  27,  1906,  in 
the  59  th  Congress,  an  Urgent  Defi- 
ciency Appropriation  Bill  came  up  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  carry- 
ing with  it  an  amendment  abrogating 
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the  elght-hoiir  law  on  the  Isthmus  of 
Panama.  This  bill  was  vigorously  oj)- 
posed  by  Labor,  but  it  passed  the 
House  on  a  vote  of  120  "yeas"  to  110 
"nays,"  11  answering  "present"  and 
105  "not  voting." 

Representative  Gillett  is  recorded  as 
voting  "aye,"  'or  in  favor  of  lepealing 
the  eight-hour  law  at  Panama. 

December  6,  1906 — Anti-Com]mlsory 
Pilotage  Bill  by  Littlefield  of  .Maine. 
This  measure  was  also  opposed  to  La- 
bor. It  failed  to  pass  the  House.  The 
record  shows  that  'Sir.  Gillett  voted 
"aye,"  and  in  favor  of  repealing  the 
Compulsory  Pilotage  Law. 

February  18,  1907— Hours  of  Ser- 
vice Bill  for  railroad  employes.  The 
satisfactory  La  Follette  Bill  ]iassed  by 
the  Senate  was  ignored  by  the  House 
Committee  on  Interstate  Commerce, 
and  a  very  objectionable  substitute  by 
Esch  of  Wisconsin  .vas  reported  out 
of  the  committee  and  pressed  to  a  vote, 
under  suspension  of  the  rules,  which 
required  a  two-thirds  majority  in  order 
to  pass  a  bill.  This  Esch  substitute 
was  vigorously  opposed  by  Labor.  The 
measure  failed  to  get  sufficient  votes 
under  the  rules  to  pass  it. 

Representative  Gillett  is  recorded  as 
voting  "aye"  on  this  objectionable 
measure. 

March  1,  1907— The  Ship  Subsidy 
Bill.  This  bill  passed  by  the  House 
included  a  very  objectionable  conscrip- 
tion provision  injuriously  affecting  sea- 
men. This  measure,  and  the  conscrip- 
tion feature  particularly,  have  been 
vigorously  opposed  by  Labor.  Mr.  Gil- 
lett is  recorded  as  voting  "aye." 

On  December  12,  1908,  a  bill  was 
taken  up  in  the  House  providing  for 
the  compulsory  investigation  of  labor 
disputes.  Organized  labor  had  regis- 
tered its  opposition  to  this  bill  because 
it  was  a  step  toward  compulsory  arbi- 
tration. When  ;Mr.  Townsend  of  iMich- 
igan,  the  author  of  the  bill,  moved  to 
go  into  committee  of  the  whole  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  it,  the  motion 
was  lost  by  a  vote  of  103  "ayes"  to 
112  "nays."  Mr.  Gillett  is  recorded  as 
voting  "aye,"  or  in  favor  of  compul- 
sory investigation. 

On  June  2,  1910,  the  House,  while 
in  committee  of  the  whole,  adopted  the 
following  amendment  by  Hughes  of 
New  Jersey,  in  the  section  of  the  Sun- 
dry Civil  Appropriation  Bill,  making 
appropriation  for  the  persecution  of 
violations  of  the  Anti-Trust  law.  This 
proviso  was  favored  by  Labor: 


"Provided,  further,  that  no  part  of 
this  money  shall  be  spent  in  the  prose- 
cution of  any  ciganization  or  individ- 
ual for  entering  into  any  combination 
or  agreement  having  in  view  the  in- 
creasing of  wage.s.  shortening  of  hours, 
or  bettering  the  conditions  of  labor,  or 
for  any  act  done  in  furtherance  there- 
of NOT  IN  ITSELF  UNLAWFUL." 

On  June  9,  this  ])roviso  was  stricken 
from  the  bill  when  it  was  reported  to 
the  Senate  by  the  A])propriation  Com- 
mittee. On  a  record  vote  of  34  "yeas,"' 
16  "nays"  and  42  "not  voting"  the 
Senate  sustained  the  action  of  the  Ap- 
propriation Committee. 

Senator  Crane  is  recorded  as  voting 
"aye,"  or  in  favor  of  eliminating  the 
proviso,  and  Senator  Lodge  is  record- 
ed as  "not  voting." 

On  June  21,  a  motion  was  made  in 
the  House  to  instruct  the  conference 
to  insist  upon  disagreeing  with  the 
Senate.  The  motion  carried  by  a  vote 
of  154  "yeas"  to  105  "nays,"  12  an- 
swering "present,"  and  119  "not  vot- 
ing." This  record  vote  in  the  House 
was  an  endorsement  of  its  former  ac- 
tion in  favor  of  the  Hughes  Amend- 
ment when  it  was  added  to  the  bill 
while  the  House  was  in  committee  of 
the  whole. 

?ilr  Gillett  is  recorded  as  voting 
"nay,"  or  in  favor  of  striking  the  pro- 
viso from  the  bill. 

On  June  2  3  the  conferees  reported 
to  the  House  a  disagreement  on  this 
proviso  and  recommended  "that  the 
House  recede  and  concur,"  which 
meant  that  the  House  agree  wit  J  the 
Senate  and  eliminate  the  Hughes  pro- 
viso from  the  bill.  The  motion  carried 
by  a  vote  of  138  "yeas"  to  130  "nays." 
16  answering  "present"  and  105  "not 
voting."  By  this  vote  the  House  of 
Representatives  repudiated  its  former 
actions  taken  on  June  2  and  June  21, 
when  it  adopted  the  Hughes  amend- 
ment and  instructed  its  conferees  to 
retain  it  in  the  bill.  The  last  vote  was 
the  determining  factor  in  which  the 
House  of  Representatives  placed  itself 
on  record  as  being  opposed  to  any  or- 
ganization or  individual  making  an  or- 
ganized effoi't  to  increase  wages,  to 
reduce  hours,  or  to  better  the  condi- 
tions of  Laboi' — organized  or  unorgan- 
ized— without  running  the  risk  of 
criminal  prosecution  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  Anti-Trust  Law. 

On  this  final  and  most  important 
vote  Mr.  Gillett  is  recorded  as  voting 
"aye,"  or  in  favor  of  eliminating  this 
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provision  favorable  to  labor. 

Resolved,  That  the  Central  Labor 
Union  record  its  emphatic  protest 
against  the  action  of  Congressman 
Frederick  H.  Gillett  upon  the  follow- 
ing measures  affecting  the  interests 
of  labor: 

First:  His  action  in  voting  in  favor 
of  repealing  the  eight-hour  law  at 
Panama. 

Second:  His  action  in  voting  in  fa- 
vor of  repealing  the  Compulsory  Pilot- 
age Law. 

Third:  His  action  in  opposing  the 
Hours  of  Service  Bill  for  railroad  em- 
ployes as  introduced  by  Senator  La 
Follette  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the 
interests  of  labor,  and  for  voting  for 
the  very  objectionable  substitute 
offered  by  Esch  of  Wisconsin. 

Fourth:  His  action  in  voting  for  the 
Ship  Subsidy  Bill,  which  included  a 
very  objectionable  conscription  pro- 
Tision  injuriously  affecting  seamen, 
which  bill  was  vigorously  opposed  by 
Labor. 

Fifth:  His  action  in  voting  for  the 
Bill  in  favor  of  compulsory  investiga- 
tion of  labor  disputes,  which  was  a 
step  toward  compulsory  arbitration. 

Sixth:  His  action  in  voting  against 
the  Hughes  Amendment  to  the  Sundry 
Civil  Appropriation  Bill,  making  ap- 
propriation for  the  prosecution  of  vio- 
lations of  the  Anti  Trust  Law.  This 
bill  would  have  operated  to  exempt 
labor  unions  from  the  operation  of  the 
Sherman  Act,  and  his  votes  recorded 
upon  this  measure  were  aimed  at  the 
fundamental  principle  of  the  right  of 
labor  to  organize  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  wages,  reducing  hours  of 
labor,  or  bettering  the  conditions  of 
labor,  without  running  the  risk  of 
criminal  prosecution  under  the  pro- 
Visions  of  the  Anti-Trust  Law.
